Your interest will be 
logged so that our marketing 
department are aware that there is still 
a demand for this product 
We nave launched a new product, 
which works in a similar nature to Kl&ar, 
called Pledge Mufti-Surface Wax. This 
new product can he used either the 
same way as Klear or its improved 
formula can now be used as a cleaning 
agent if diluted, Mufti- Surface Wax is 
now self sensitive which means that 
wax will not build up over time. 
As it's a new product, it should be 
readily available. 

Thank you very much for taking the 
time to contact us.

First Look - Alley Cat GAF Jindivik Mk 3 & 4 



ALLEY CAT MM

The GAF Jindivik was a target 
drone dessgned in Australia as 
part of an agreement with the 
United Kingdom to supply test 
facilities and equipment to aid with the 
development of British designed guided 
missiles. Jindivik means very 
appropriately J The Hunted One in the 
aboriginal language. 

The first Jindivik ffew in 1952 and 
continued in full production until 1986. 
Over this time the type was continually 
developed through the 
different marks, with over 
500 aircraft produced 
before the production line 
closed, seeing service in 
both the UK and 
Australia. Amazingly, in 
1997, after an eEeven 
year gap, the production 
line was reopened and 
fifteen more MK 4 
drones were produced. 
The last Jindivik left 
service in 2004 after 
fifty-two yeans of 
operations. ^^^^M 

Alley Cat have been 
producing resin detail anrj conversions 
sets for some years and have now 
decided to produce their first full kit, and 
after 50 years service the Jindivik makes 
an ideal subject as it is unlikely to 
interest the big boys. 

On opening the bos the first thing you 
see is the instruction book, and 
comprehensive is a bit of an 
understatement. Over its life the Jindivik 
was always brightly marked in yellow 
and red for those serving in the UK and 
overall red for those operated in 
Australia, The first two pages supply full 
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Kit He AHKti-Ol Deed flplinriS: 11

the instruction for the trolley and this is 
a mini kit in its own right with parts 
supplied to produce both British and 
Australian versions. 

The final page supplies one 
page of text with helpful 
nformation to aid in 
construction as well as 
the normal health and 
safety warning. 

Now on to trie resin 
parts, and the casting 
is first rate and a test fit 
of the major parts shows 



an almost Tamiya level of fit. The resin 
has the normal casting blocks but these 
have been designed to make removal 
quite straightforward. A small etched 
brass sheet supplies all the small 
^ -t ^ ^ aerials as well as part of the 
23 4 5 67c skid assembly, and this will 
require some careful 
folding so a hold and 
fold loot or similar will 
be useful. 
The decals are very 
comprehensive providing 
all the maintenance stencils 




colour profiles for the eleven marking 
options, and interestingly many of the 
British operated examples carry mission 
markings, one boasting no less than 62. 
Also included on this sheet is a large 
photograph of the Jindivik landing skid, 

The next A4 sheet supplies the 
detailed assembly drawings and here 
you do have to pay attention as there 
are numerous options for the different 
wing lip pods carried by the type, as 
well as different control surfaces 
depending on the mark you intend to 
produce. On the opposite side you have 





and national insignia as well as all the 
individual airframe serials. A number 
jungle is also supplied so you can build 
any other Jindivik that you may have 
pictures of. Finally we have the piece de 
resistance; the two original colour chips 
that leave you with no excuse for not 
getting a perfect match, though Alley Cat 
do give advice on a number of paints 
from different ranges that supply a close 
match out of the tin. 

The Jindivik may not be everyone's 
cup of tea, but the type is historically 
important, being one of the grandparents 
of current UAV programs as well as 
being a successful type with a long 
history, but as a model it will certainly 
look very different from anything else in 
your collection. A full build will feature in 
a future issue, but if you cannot wait you

Sopwith Camel 



REVELL ffifm

Real's 1/72 Camel is a grizzled 
veteran from decades of styrene 
dogfights. Dating back to 
1963 H the plastic is showing its 
age, but this is a welcome reissue of an 
easy-to-build kit that was widely regarded 
as the most accurate Came! in this scale 
until the Roden kits appeared on the 
scene a few years ago. The outstanding 
and very colourful decal sheet, for the 
strikingly-adorned mount of Ll Breadner of 
no.3 Naval Sqn. RNAS, is worth the 
£2.99 price tag alone, given the paucity of 
aftermarket sheets for tiny Camels. 

The light tan plastic is generally pretty 
cleanly moulded, though age has taken its 
toll with some fine flash and moulding 
fEaws, particularly on some of the more 
delicate and hard to clean-up parts. Still, 
the moulds are older than, me, and wear il 
more lightlyl The breakdown of the 
twenty-three parte is classic sixties, with

this kit is that the sides no tonger match 
up. I jiggled mine to get the top seam to 
line up, which leaves the underside abaul 
1mm adrift. At least the plastic is thick 
enough to bond anyway. 

RIEer and sanding will scfve that 
problem, but test-fitting the fin and rudder 
poi nts u p another - the fuselage is 2 mm 




struts moulded as complete frames to be 
slotted into trie wings, and cockpit detail 
consisting only of a pilot with huge holes 
at the elbows to be trapped by pins in the 
fuselage halves. 

Construction 

Straight from the box, the kit will build 
easily and quickly into a 
reasonable-looking Camel, although the 
fuselage is too skinny toward the tail, and 
the interplane struts are too long, giving 
the completed model a gangly appearance 
some way from the pugnacious 
chunkiness of Sopwith's finest. Since 1/72 
biplanes are far from .my modelling 
mainstream, I'm unlikely to build another 
Camel in this scale, so I decided, to make 
this one look as much like the real thing 
as I coutd. With the Windsock Datafile 
arid its precious plans to hand, I started 
measuring up... 

The pilot, is quite well sculpted when 
the flash is removed, and a few shades of 
brown and flesh, fallowed by Citadel 
washes, were enough to bring him to life. 
He's trapped between the fuselage halves, 
and that's the cockpit. The padding 
around the cockpit has been eroded by 
the years, so I replaced it with soft wire 
superglued in place. The tail skid is also 
wrong and fragile, so that came off to be 
replaced at the end. 

The biggest age-related problem with 



or so too shallow at the stempost I cut a 
wedge of thick plastic card to fit the plan 
view, and then chamfered it to nothing 
behind the wing root. Glued to the bottom 
of the fuselage, it bulked up the rear end 
nicety. In common with many older Camel 
kits in all scales, there is what appears to 
be a boilerplate bolted to the cowlings. In 
fact, this oval access panel isn't raised, 
and isn't riveted in place. I simply scribed 
around it with a needle, sar>ded it off, and 
marked out the fixing holes with a 
microdrill. I also scribed a filler cap for the 
fuel tank behind the cockpit using one of 
my collection of bits of sharpened metal 
tube. 

To get the tail fin to fit snugly, I 
trimmed down tbe locating tab and 
sanded the underside of its nose before 



fitting the empennage. I then glued on the 
lower wing, which requires shims at the 
rear to fill the gaps - it should go as far 
forward as possible. 

Departing from the irtetrucfaons, I test- 
fitted the cowl front - which is too wide, 
by 0.5mm or so at each side. It's also too 
tapered - sand it to a mare cylindrical 
section and it fits nicely. After test fitting, I 
sprayed it with Halfords Nsssan Red and 
put it to one side. 

I don't build many biplanes, but I like 
to get the struls fitted firmly at one end or 
the other, In mis case , I decided to glue 
them to the upper wing. The struts are 
moulded in one piece, with cross bars, 
making them easier to assemble GOB. But 
I wanted to correct the length: the 
interplane struts need to be 1 7mm long, 
and the cabane struts 12mm, which 
requires removing about 2-3mm. I cut out 
the lower cross-piece and cemented it into 
the wing slot, leaving sockets at each end, 
and then trimmed the main struts to 
length. The cabane struts I simply 
shortened. I fitted all the stmts Id the 
upper wing, and filled the gaps around the 
slots with Humbrol filler smoothed with 
nail varnish remover. Leaving the wing to 
set firm. I painted the engine with Citadel 
Boltgun Metal, washed with Badab Black. 
The propeller was treated with streaky 
Vallejo Beige/Woodgrain and varnished 
with Humbrol dear Orange. 

I now had three main assemblies; 
upper wing and stmts, fuselage and lower 
wing, and engine. I primed the two 
unpainted assemblies, and then painted 
the upper surfaces in Humbrol 15b" Olive 
Drab, which I find an adequate 
representation of FC10. The linen 
undersurfaces and tail were finished in 
Humbrol 71, Satin Oak, The wooden 




panels were painted with Vallejo colours 
again, and 'varnished' with Clear Orange 
as were the struts, while the cowl panels 
were painted in Citadel Codex Grey. I then 
varnished overall with Satin Cote to get a 
good surface for decalling, 

Colour Options 

The decals are superb - thin, strong and 
opaque. They fit well, are easy to move 
around on the model, and settle down 
very well after an hOL-r or so. Although I'd 
helped matters by underpainting the 
colourful tail markings with 'linen', the 
white decals over PC10 on the fuselage 
and wings were completely opaque. Revel I 
even provides decals for the colourful 
wheel hubs, which you can put on before 
assembling the wheels, making painting 
them very easy. Once the decals had set, I 
varnished again with Watt Cote to Wend 
everything in. 

I use fine Lycra thread for rigging. I 
superglued the ends into small holes in 
the upper wing, doubling the wires where 
necessary On the lower wing, I used 
Bob's Buckles - wire tumbuckles with a 
tiny Hoop and shank, You glue the shank 
into the wing, and then thread the wire 
through the loop and fix with superglue. 
Bingo! Bob and his Buckles have cured 
me of my rigging phobia. 1 fixed the 
buckles in place on toe lower wing. And 
then, the moment of truth: fixing one pair 
otf interplane struts, then the other, and 
finally the cabane struts one at a time, I 
brought the wings together. After that, 
threading the buckles and completing the 
rigging was a breeze. . . The last step was 
to complete the undercarriage and rig it I 
teft off the rack of Cooper bombs for a 
cleaner looking aircraft. 

Colour Options 

Overall, this reissue is a mixed bag. It's 
easy to build out of the box, but there's a 
fair bit of clean-up to do to get it to fit 
properly, and an out-of-boj; build won't 
look quile like a Camel. On the other 
hand, it's not too hard to polish up and 
correct where necessary, and the superb 
decal sheet gives you all you need to 
make one of the most colourful Camels 
you'll find anywhere. In terms of value for 
money, it can't be beaten, even if all you 
want is alternative warpaint for that Roden 
kit you have lucked away...

JL my particular interest being its 
widespread use on airfields, so Tamrya's 
introduction of a 1/48 model of this 
versatile vehicle is- very welcome indeed. 

The box contains two sprues of 
medium grey plastic along, with one of 
clear parts for the windscreen, lights eta. 
All are moulded to the usual high 
standard with no flash. Tf>e instructions 
are again to Tamiya's excellent level of 
clarity. 

Construction 

I began my build by painting ell of the 
parts on the sprue in order to make this 
easier as some are guaranteed carpel 
fcdder. f used Tamiya Medium Blue for 
the RAF colour and various- colours for the 
components as they were called out in 
the instructions, weathering being carried 
out with thinned black enamei and 
browns as I went along. 

The build starts with, the chassis 
followed by the cab detail. Tamiya provide 
a driver figure, however as he was in 
Army uniform I left him out, perhaps to 
be used on another project. The rear

loading area is constructed in such a way 
that it is possible to shew this open or 
closed which is a bonus for dforarna 
building, hut one downside for me was 
the tack of interior door detail as this will 
need to be added if you want to show the 
rear canvas cover open. 

The rear cover proved to be a bit of a 
bind as it is formed of two halves with a 
long join supported by two very short 
angles, and being made of clear plastic 
needed to be painted inside and out to 
ensure even coverage. I managed to tose 
one of the clear front side lights after it 
pinged out of the jaws of my forceps, and 
despite a search with a torch it was never 




to be seen again. A new one was 
fashioned out of the tip of a clear cocktail 
stick - not Tamiya r s fault but mine for 
having such a bunch of bananas for 
fingers. In truth the build was a pleasure, 
with a high level of engineering and 
perfect parts fit making it a very easy >ob 
to produce a tidy model, 

Colour Options 

Whilst my focus was on the RAF version, 
Tamiya also give you decals for three 
other camouflaged versions of the Tilly r so 
the military modeller is catered for as 
well. My model just needed a littje 
weathering with Carrs and Tamiya 



weathering powders to make it look the 
part before the final addition of items like 
the spade F spare wheel and other odds 
and ends. 

Conclusion 

In the late 80's I brought my first Tamrya 
catalogue and remember clearly the claim 
made that 'the name Tamiya is 
synonymous with quality". I'm pleased to 
say that the Tamiya Utility is true to this 
claim and made a refreshing change from 
the legions of aircraft that cross my 
workbench. The actual build time was 
only two short days and this is due to the 
quality of the product, I highly 
recommend this kit and can't wait to get 
my hands on Tamiya's next release of 
'self-propelled cannon fodder'.

HOBBYBOSS FEM

The HobbyBoss Avengei comes 
in a large box packed with 
medium grey sprues, with the 
clear parts being sectioned off 
for protection. The build iteeltwas pretty 
straightforward, however a bit of research 
js in order to make sure of colours for 
painting the interior as the callouls in the 
instructions are few and fir be! ween, In 
Fact the instructions are really the only 
weak point In the kit, as I found them 
confusing, especially the layout. It's a 
case of making su re you really read and 
undeistand each step before starting it, 
and probably not helped by my habit of 
commencing several steps at once. 
Patience is a virtue and all that, . , 

Construction 

For a change construction starts with the 
engine, which is nicely detailed for a kit 
part and certainly looks good with careful 
painting and a black wash to bring out 
the detail. The kit includes detail to the 
firewall and an engine mount, which 
although nidden, means that this kit is 
ripe for further detailing and panel 
opening should you wish. Following the 
instructions to the letter I found it 
impossible to align the engine and the 
exhausts correctly, the best route being 
either to cut the locating pins for the 
detail on the front of the engine or to 
accept the exhausts being misaligned 
(they are hidden anyway) and fit the 
exhaust stubs later so all is correct 
externally. 

Some of the interior parts are fitted by 
unusual locating methods and look to be 
formed of far too many components, 
which I suspect is to allow for further 
variants in the future, however the 
interior is nicely detailed and comes up 
well with a touch of dry brushing and a 
dark wash. I added a set of Eduard 
harnesses to the cockpit and gunner's 
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position as they are very visible under the 
glasshouse, and that is all that was 
needed to give a reasonable level of 
realism, though again there is scope for 
further work if you are lhat way inclined. 



The ball turret is very well detailed, 
however the parts need careful fiddling to 
get things aligned and fitting in the 
confined space. 

The kit comes with a good range of 
weapons, including two bomb loads, 
rockets, torpedo, and external fuel tanks 
atong with an internal fuel tank. I those 
to install the torpedo, which is nicely 
formed, the only snag being lhat when 
installed the propeller assembly fouls the 
rear of the weapons bay, I ended up 
removing the last propeller and hoping 
no-one would notece. 

The fuselage dosed up well, with only 
Hie slightest smear of filler being needed 
to hicte Ihe seams. The wings are fitted 
to a very sturdy spar with a locking 
mechanism, which though practical, 
means that test fitting is not an option. 
This is not a real problem as the fit is 
very good anyway. The kit comes with 
parts to allow a choice of wing positions 
and I test-fitted them open but ultimately 




went with the folded option. 

I decided to fit and mask off the 
transparencies at this stage so there 
would be less of a demarcation between 
them and the fuselage. These fitted well, 
though 1 thought the windows to the 
fuselage sat a little too proud. 

Colour Options 

The kit comes with three decal options, a 
VT-83 aircraft from USS Essex in Dark 
Blue/Medium Blue/White, a VT-82 
machine from USS Bennington in Dark 
Blue, and finally the aircraft I chose from 
VT(N)-9G from USS Enterprise with 
black undersides. 

I started by laying down the Medium 
Biue before masking off for the Dark Slue 
upper surfaces, all except for the fuselage 
^reas, which I decided to airbrush 
freehand. The airframe was then, re- 
masked for the black undersides. 

After a coat of the rare elixir, Klear, I 
started to apply the decafs. These are a 
bit on the thick side of things, requiring 
decaf solutions to get them to lay flat. 1 
omitted most of the stencils as they 
would have been Impossible to see 
against the dark colouring anyway. 

All that was left was to install the 
'snappy-off bits' and the wings, which 
went without drama, before a mist coat 
of matt varnish and Tamiya smoke to 
provide the weathering. 

Conclusion 

HobbyBoss' t/48 Avenger certainly looks 
the part, with that wing fold adding the 
extra interest I'd hoped for. Not a bad kit 
to build by any means, and if this is an 
indicator of what we have to look 
forward to from HobbyBoss then all well 
and good. Although challenging in 
places, there is nothing an experienced 
modeller couldn't deal with to create a 
model that captures the Avenger's form 
perfectly. It looks |ust right sitting in the 
cabinet next to my Eduard Hellcats tool

The F2G SEJper-Corsair was 
developed by Goodyear using 
the Pratt Si Whitney Wasp 
Major, a 71,5 litre, four-row, 
twenty-eight cylinder radial engine with 
twin turbo-chargers and a supercharger, 
which sounds like a Corsair on steroids, 
but never quite lived up to the promise 
and) only a handful were built. They had 
a more successful life as air racers. 
Special Hobby has already done a race 
version ol this aircraft and so this kit is a 
back-dating to the development aircraft 
for the US Navy/Marines, Trie kit 
comprises a mix of soft grey plastic, 
resin, etched parts and vacuum formed 
canopy, with the plastic parts showing 
more (lash than some of Special Hobby's 
recent offerings. The instruction sheet 
consists of twelve sides of diagrams, 
notes,, and colour schemes with Gunse 
Sangyo paint numbers used in the 
diagrams for parts that require painting 
during construction. 

Constnrciian 

I built the engine first - forty-four resin 
parts make up a superb Wasp Major, 
which must be one of the biggest radial 
engines built! The base is a one-piece 
casting with the rear bank of nine 
cylinders, to which you add three more 
banks of nine, all slightly offset. The 
cockpit is adequately detailed for what 
will eventually be visible and the 
instrument panel is a three-layer 





assembley with an acetate sheet and 
etched front on a plastic base, which 
looks the part. The rear deck behind the 
bulkhead, which carries the pilot's seat, 
doesn't reach to the fuselage sides, but 
this is barely visible. 

The fuselage halves do not have any 
location pins and did need some filter 
along the joint line, but generally went 
together well. The same appties to the 
tailplane and wings - although some 
injection moulding marks have to be 
removed to get these to sit together 
wekt. The instructions would have you 
fill the gun ports and cartridge case 
ejection slots with putty, but the 
photographs I was working to shew this 
to be wrong. This may be due to some 
of the F2G J s being built from earlier 
production Corsairs. 

The rest of the construction follows 
the diagrams, except the scoop on top 
of the cow] shown in stage 1 L My 
pictures showed that the F2G scoop 
stopped just before the start of the 
engine cowl area and so I used the 
etched grill and plastic part A8 to create 
this, complete with small holes in the 
side. The instruction diagram shows an 
extended scoop - part Ci - which runs 
to the leading edge of the engine cowl. 
This is probably the extended scoop 



fitted to air race versions, although my 
sources say tlie Navy supplied these so 
maybe they were used later, but I could 
find no photographs to confirm this. 
Neither look like the version shown on 
the box top art. 

The undercarriage was one area 
where the parts did need some cleaning 
up to remove the seam lines down the 
undercarriage legs. The links behind! the 
main oleo also had to be drilled out as 
these were solid and part Cl l . the 
starboard outer undercarriage door, is 
missing from the instructions. The 
instructions afso do not show the arrestor 
hook, partem, but from photographs this 
is wetl hidden up in the tail. 

Colour Out ions 

Three schemes are given for various test 
aircraft: 

• XF2G-1, Bu No. 14692, tested at 

Goodyear in 1S44-45 
' F2G-2, Bu No. tested at 

Goodyear and MAS Patuxent, October 

1944 to June 1946 
- F2G-l f tested at NAS Patuxerrt and 

NAS Norfolk 1945 to 1948 

I went for the first option and after a 



grey primer I used a mix of Citadel 
Midnight Blue and Tamiya X3 fur the 
overall colour and then mijted a drop of 
white and redid a few masked panels for 
contrast. All this was done before the 
undercarriage was added and the 
undercarriage bays were hand painted 
with an interior paie green colour and a 
black wash. The decal sheet is 
somewhat basse with just the stars and 
bars insignia and a few numbers. The 
checkers for the cowl are superb, fitted 
perfectly, and the white didn't show any 
underlying blue. 1 added the Hamilton 
Standard propeller decais from an Glimp 
Models sheet as these are prominent in 
photographs, and I feel a littfe more 
stencilling needs to be added overall. 

Conclusion 

I enjoyed building this kit and would 
recommend it. It involves a little more 
work than some mainstream kits, but 
nothing too extreme. ! would have liked 
the undercarriage links in etch and a bit 
more detail on the decal sheet, but still 
on the whete the kit can be 
recommended.

CMR UUM

As a replacement to the D.H.4, the 
D.H.9 began service life at a bit of a 
disadvantage. The Puma engine was 
found to be so unreliable that it wasn't 
unusual for three or four of a six-arrcrafi 
flight to turn back with engine trouble 
before reaching their objective. Enter the 
D.H.9a, designed around the more 
powerful 400hp Liberty engine, which 
went on to become one of the most 
successful British two-seat aircraft of its 
era. This CMR boxing is another of their 
excellent ongoing upgrades of early 
WWl releases, and my first impressions 
were very promising, in fact I find it 
difficult to find fault in either the 
modelling or the moulding quality of the 
resin parts. A small pre-painted etched 
brass fret is also included within this 
package, whicn is a new feature for 
these WWl upgrades. The instructions 
are extremely easy to follow and very 
comprehensive. I particularly .liked the 
inclusion of four pages ol walk around 
photos of the Hendon machine. 

Co 11 st met inn 

Work began with the internal detail, 
which is very busy for a 1/72 aircraft. 
This is where most of the photo etch is 
required, although there, is an option to 
use either or resin on many of the 
major internal parts, such as the wicker 
seat, instrument panel and rudder bar. in 
all these cases I used the etched brass 
parts to great effect. The fuselage haFves 
were a perfect fit, as were the lower 
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wings and tail section. The only deviation 
was with the vlckers machine gun which 
contrary to the instructions should be 
fitted after adding the cabane stmts, 

I replaced all my struts with a 
combination of Contrail and Struts but [ 
used the original parts as patterns to 
make my replacements. While the 
[nterplane stints were an almost perfect 
Fit, the cabane struts were a little on 
the large side, especially the back pair. 
The upper wfng needs a bit of work 
prior to fitting as it comes in one piece 




with no dihedral, which is a common 
feature of resin kits. I corrected this by 
cutting the wing into three separate 
sections with a razor saw and 
reassembling with the correct dihedral. 
There were also no strut attachment 
points in the upper wing so these 
required marking and drilling, 

The kit comes with a full complement 
of bombs, unfortunately however, on my 
sample many of the delicate fins had 
broken away so after much deliberation I 
decided to model mine without its bomb 
bad. 

Colour options 

Four options are included with this kit, 
all from the Sate WWl period, and all 
predominantly PC10 on the upper sides 
and CDL on the undersides with 
battleship grey cowlings and fittings, 
with the exception of F9709 which has 
a fuselage two-thirds battleship grey. 
Sadly, for me. there are no options for 
the early 'Hyderabad' presentation 
aircraft as can be seen in the example at 
Hendon, After much deliberation I 



eventually chose to build F1019, 
featured on the box art, mainly because 
it was built at Yeovilton, The decals are 
well printed artd reasonably easy to use, 
however the backing adhesive is strong 
so plenty of water was required to allow 
me to move the decal around without it 
permanently settling somewhere that I 
didn't want it to go. 

Conclusion 

I am consistently astounded by the 
quality of CMR's output and this is one 
of their best WWl upgrades yet. It's not 
the easiest build ever, and there are 
certainly a few areas that are fiddly and 
challenging, but the built model looks 
every inch a D.H.9a and will sit in a 
prominent position in my ever growing 
display of WWl machines. If you look 
hard enough you will notice a few hin& 
to suggest that a second boxing will 
follow at some point, no doubt covering 
the interwar period machines. 
Personally, I can't wait Highly 
recom mended.

The model comes in RS Models 1 
familiar end-opening box with a 
rather fetching Artwork of a 
Cuban Hawfc II (Eying over a 
seaside town on the front, and the paint 
scheme options on the reverse. This is the 
second attempt by this manufacturer to kit 
the Curtiss Hawk It, the first editions 
appearing in their resin range. 

The plastic contents of the bos are in 
RS's familiar light brown plastic, which is 
neither too soft nor too hard and brittle, 
"mere are also several very nicely cast resin 
parts and a pre-painted etch fret. As is 
common with their recent kits the 
instructions cover all boxings of the type- 

fJunstroction 

The parts are well laid out with plenty of 
decent surface detail, and whilst there are 
some very fine items, there are some that 
are no* included, leaving you to scratch 
build. You will need to decide fairly early 
on which decal option you plan, as the 
boxings contain two different size resin. 
oowtingSd but the versions are clearly 
described. The instructions would have you 
commence with the engine, then move to 
the fuselage, then wings etc. However, I 
find it much easier to start with pre- 
painting all the smaller parts, and with a 
biplane actually paint the whole thing as I 
go and before final assembly, 

There were a couple of areas that 
caused me some annoyance. Although 
some parts of the exhaust system are 
beautifully moulded, the short ejector stubs 
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are not, and RS would have you scratch 
build them yourself. The other items that 
need scratehbuilding are the tailplane 
struts, One has to wonder why, when all 
the other stmts are very well moulded. 

The rest of the build was very 
straightforward, with only small amounts of 
cleaning up needed after rest fitting. For 
the cockpit, there are several pre-painted 
etch parts, some of which are first rate, 
allhoogh the seatbelt harnesses were 
approximately 1/48 and so not usable. 

As the lower span is a single piece, the 
final alignment of the wings was much 
easier; Also h R5 have moulded decent size 
and depth cut-outs on both the fuselage 
and wings for the struts, all of which made 
the job of fitting the top wing as easy as 
any I have done recently. Full mails there. 



Cobur Options 

in this particular boxing there are: four 
decal options covering a Curtiss built 
Cuban Hawk, one for the Sth Fighter Sq n. 
Chinese AF 1937, in an overall green 
scheme, a Curtiss-built Turkish Hawk, and 
in the same scheme but with a different 
three-bladed prop, a KTF-built Turkish 
Hawk. 

I chose the Cuban version. The aircraft 
depicted is supposedly that of ten Povey f 
as seen at Miami 1936. a historic aircraft, 
in mat it brought to the world the Cuban 8 
maneuver. However, although the personal 
markings on the fuselage are very well 
done and the modeller is advised on the 
upper wing chevrons (open to debate on 
accuracy), part of the scheme is m issing, 
as there is a picture of this aircraft at 
Miami showing a Cuban flag painted 
across the whole underside of both wings. 
This and other images of Cuban Hawks 
can be found in the Air Britain book 
Centra! American and Caribbean Air 
Forces by Dan Hagedom, which also states 
mat there were three upper wing chevrons. 
All is far from lost however; as the aircraft 
can simply be finished in its normal service 



scheme. This consisted of a silver/natural 
metal combination with yellow wing upper 
surfaces. For these I used Revell 91 for the 
metal areas, Humbrol 56 Colder tin) for the 
fabric, and white Ensign USN Chrome 
Vellow For the wings. This gives a good if 
subtle contrast for the metal and fabric 
areas] however, it will not work as well 
with the newer tins of Humbrol 56, as 
these are too matt, 

The decals are excellent. Superb registry 
and density, atongwith great adhesion and 
good tolerance to being handled. 

Conclusion 

Apart from a couple of silly niggles, the 
model is first rate and RS should be very 
pleased wish what they have done overall, 
I for one shall be purchasing a couple more 
to add to my display of Golden Era fighters 
from Latin America. The price may put a 
few off, hut m reality, it is about average for 
a Czech short-run kit of Ibis size, and 
much cheaper than the Resin versions that 
RS themselves did about 10 years ago, 
which did not have such good decafs 
either.

Westland Welkin NF Mk II

The Westland Welkin was 
produced in response to high 
altitude reconnaissance 
misssons by the Luftwaffe, and 
whilst the Welkin arrived too late due to 
an extended development period,, it was 
decided to install an Al Mk VjH radar in 
an effort to provide a service role for the 
machine. Arriving late in the war. this rale 
also proved obsolete as the Luftwaffe's 
reach was severely hampered by the 
Allied advance, 

This kit is a follow-on from Plane? s 
earlier day fighter release and comes in a 
very sturdy cardboard box, the size of 
which belies the size of the contents even 
if the weight doesn't. The quality of the 
resin castings is superb, with air bubbles 
being virtually absent on the finely 
engraved parts. The kit comes with two 
canopies (just in case) and a thy but vital 
etched tret containing harnesses and 
intake grills. The undercarriage is supplied 
as very clean white metal castings, and 
this is essential as this is not going to he 
a lightweight model by any means. 

Construction 

Being a resin kit, construction starts with 
giving all oF the parts a wash in warm 
soapy water before rinsing and allowing to 
dry in order to remove any traces of 
mould release agent. AH of the parts then 
need removing from their casting blocks 
and I use a piercing saw for this as it is 
accurate enough to reduce sanding to a 
minimum and fragile enough to stop me 
being too han>fisted and breaking parts. 

Real construction starts with the 
cockpit and a test fit revealed that the 
cockpit floor was a little too wide whilst 
the lack of a rear bulkhead would be an 
issue as the wing joint would be visible. I 
formed plastic card bulkheads for the 
cockpit and tailwheef well before moving 
on to painting the cockpit parts. At this 
point ifs worth noting that the 
instructions are a little concise and I 
employed the excellent 4+ Publication on 
the Westland Welkin {ISBN B0-B6637- 
01-8) to help fill in the gaps, and I have

to say it paid for its cover price just in 
reduced stress and confusion. One thing 
the book cleared up was a circular 
aperture on the port side of the 
navigator's position as this is not referred 
to in the instructions. Ifs actually a 
window so 1 drilled the hale all the way 
through to the inside of the cockpit, ready 
to be glazed with Kristal Klear. 

The cockpit is very visible through the 
large transparency and with this in mind I 
opted to add some instalment dials to the 
resin panel, which I punched from a 
spare Airfix Spitfire 22/24 decal sheet, 
just to make things look a little busy 
before applying a wash of dilute Tamiya 
Smoke and a dry-brush of medium jgrey 
to give shadow and highlights to the 
cockpit detail. 

Joini ng the fuselage halves together 
proved a bit of a chore as the long cigar- 
shaped fuselage misaligned easily, and 
then had to be treated with filler and a 
session of sanding. With hindsight the 
introduction of some plastic tabs would 
have helped this stage - maybe next 
time. 

Due to the size of the kit ! decided to 
treat the wings as separate sub- 
assemblies to make handling easier, so 
elected to build the engine nacelles next. 
The instructions would have you fit the 
exhausts at this point, but I decided to 
blank off the inside of the apertures and 
paint and add these at toe end to spare 
myself a fiddly painting job. A test fit of 
the engine nacelles showed a good fit at 




the front but severe lit problems at the 
rear, which needed several applications of 
filler to get a reasonable shape. 

Finally the wings were ready for 
installation and Planet have made the kit 
in such a way that the tabs on the wing 
ends overlap to form a spar inside the 
fuselage. t applied a generous helping of 
epoxy adhesive, clamped everything in 
place and walked away for a couple of 
days to let everything cure fully before I 
started meddling again. 




The tailn&ane assembly was- then fitted 
in place with metal dowels added for 
security and its worth noting that the 
rudder surface looks as rf it has suffered 
from massive shrinkage on frrst inspection, 
however a check with the 4+ guide shows 
that Planet have done their research and 
the original has this feature too. 

The propellers are cast as individual 
parts, which have to be fitted to the solid 
cast hubs and spinners, I chose to drill 
holes at each propeller mounting point 
and also fit a plastic rod to the mtddte ol 
the propelier hub to allow ft to be fitted 
centrally to the nacelles. 

A final application of filler and a sand 
with Finer and finer abrasives left the 
Welkin ready for a slight rescribe over the 
joints before application of a coat of 




Halfords grey primer to check for any 
defects. A second session of Filling, 
sanding and priming left me happy with 
the fintsh so I polished the primer with 
very fine abrasive paper and the model 
was ready for painting 

Colour Options 

The Welkin NF Mk It had a very limited 
life, first as a prototype and then as a 
company hack, and as such the decal 
choices are quite limited, and ifs a choice 
between the Medium Sea Grey over 
Mow prototype or the back markings for 
the same aircraft. The decals are printed 
by Aviprint and are in perfect register, 
being crisp and having only the slightest 
hint of carrier film. 

I opted for the prototype and used 
Xtracrylix for the paint finish, starting off 
first with an allover coat of Medium Sea 
Grey before masking off the undersides 
and airbrushing Trainer Yellow, This was 
then faded in with Rescue Yellow to give 
a weathered surface underneath, whilst 
the top surfaces received a very watered 
down blend of Slate Grey and Dark Earth 
to give an impression of staining. Fnatly 
the areas around the exhausts were 
airbrushed with Tamiya Smoke to give an 
exhaust stain. The airframe was Ihen 
coated with satin varnish before streaks of 
matt varnish were applied in the direction 
of the airflow to give a final touch to the 
weathering. I tried to exercise a kttje 
restraint as this was a prototype aircraft. 

Finally the undercarriage was fitted, 
which gave the weighty Welkin some 
strength in its legs. 

Conclusion 

Whilst a commercial failure for Westland, 
the Welkin is an attractive aircraft, looking 
like a cross between a Mosquito and a 
Whirlwind, but with the much longer 
wings, commensurate with its intended 
high altitude role, and Planet have done 
well to capture the look of this fascinating 
aircraft. 

A large kit, its not one for a resin 
novice and at nearly £9Q.OO not a 
purchase to be taken lightly. As an 
example of the Westland Welkin ifs 
superb and with a wingspan of 45cm, It 
will be a focal point for your collection as 
well as a challenge to build, and on that 
basis 1 think it's a fine indulgence.

Also 
released is a new system of saws, with 
blades based on the Japanese Ryoba 
saws with teeth on both sides. Each side 
is handed and a little arrow is embossed 
on the blade so you can tell which way 
the teeth are angled. The saw blades Fit 
into a universal holder, which fits into a 
standard chuck handle, and are available 
in four different sizes from Large teeth, for 
rapid cuts, to ultra fine. 

Now, a word based on my experiences 
on opening the packets containing the 
saw blades. I first inspected the rapid cut 
blade, arvd here the teeth ate just visible. 
The next packet I opened was the ultra 
fine blade, and this to the; naked eye 
locks like a plain piece of metal, and I 
thought that RB had sent me an 



unfinished blank in 
error. Can you see 
it coming yet? 

Yes. I ran my 
finger along the 
edge of the metal. 
Yes. it was a fine blade and it take ages 
for such a fine cut to stop bleeding, so 
though you cannot see the teeth with the 
naked eye believe me they 3 re there! The 
blades are sharp enough to cut through 
wood, plastic, resin and even soft metals 
as well as skin. A real nice touch is that 
you can fix the blade in two different 
positions on the handle, and by offsetting 
it you have a small non-flexible cutting 
edge perfect for accurate work.

I chose a rather strange title for this 
month's column reflecting what is, 
after ail, a rather strange topic. As I 
did the research for this piece, it 
seemed that only one of the 
aircrafV^ehfCles featured here really looked 
like what I think off as a flying car— 
literally, an automobile that flies. That was 
the ill fated AVE Mizar, which coupled the 
ill-fated Ford Pinto to a hapless and 
unsuspecting Cessna Skymastef, 
essentially sans fuselage. 

Perhaps the title erf this and of the 
previous installment on these craft should 
have used the term 'readable aircraft? 1 
That's really what most of these machines 
are: airplanes (or aeroplanes if you prefer) 
that can be driven ort a road. I fear that 
the two most-mentioned modem flying car 
concepts,, the Terrafugra Transition and hie 
Roller Skycar, which seems to only 'fly' 
when held by what you folks call a tether, 
are far too ungainly looking to appeal to 
anyone with a sense of style. At the risk of 
making a generalization, there are many 
Americans that would not be caught dead 
riding around in one of these things. So. 
there goes any sort of huge, mass market 
appear Of course, if you are selling this 
airplane for the masses, you may not have 
to sell so many at nearly 200,000 clams 
a copy, which is the approximate projected

price off the Terra! ugia. 

And really, the Moller, it looks like 
something that goes with the Luft '46 
CoEeopter and those BMW ftuge/ftoms, or 
whatever they were supposedly called. 
What if all those littte ducted-fan thirties 
go haywire like an early Harrier prototype 
as you transition to flight through a flock 
of African Swallows? Nope, what 
Americans wilf buy has to look like a 
Lincoln Navigator and cost under 
$100,000, And rest assured r many of 
them will be piloted by soccer moms and 
out-of-work distaff real estate agents. 

And I suppose you might appeal to the 
environmental crowd over here if you 
could refurbish Mitsubishi MU-2s that 
burned algae and mount a Toyota Prius 
alop them, Mistel styte. Again there are 
problems here, as the Prius driver would 
require a type rating on the from 
the FAA, which could be very expensive. 

All kidding aside, there were some 
pretty innovative approaches embodied in 




the precursors to today's 
flying cars/readable aircraft. 

Remaikably, Glenn Curtis 
was the first actually to 
attempt building a readable 
aircraft, which was aptly 
named the Autoplane* The 
most striking thing about the 
Autoplane is that it was 
mostSy of aluminum 
construetjon, which was 
r.Ljltirig-edge technology in 1917. We tend 
to think of the Germans being the first to 
use aluminum prior to (he Thirties. It is a 
shame that more pictures and information 
are not available about the single 
prototype that was displayed at the Pan- 
American Aeronautical Exposition held in 
Mew York City in May 1917. From what 
one can see eff the craft it was 
exceptionally clean aerodynamically and 
would have had a large cabin. Most 
sources say (hat the Autoplane was either 
never flown or was flown for a very short 
hop. 

Ironically, the Curtiss Autoplane is 
technically not the first flying car. The 
somewhat dubious credit for this goes to a 
gentleman by the name of Felix 
Longobardi, who received a US Patent for 
what could be described as a flying

car/boat. The patent drawings show a 
ridiculous ark- like vessel with wheels on 
the hull, B-25-like waist gun 
emplacement, and something in the front 
resembling a Resenflugzeug. The wings 
aw impossibly small. 

Next to come was the Waterman 
Aerobile, which was designed by an 
accomplished pilot named WaldD 
Waterman. Waterman was a bit like 
Alexander Lippisch in that he built his 
own glider in 1909 and flew it as a 
teenager in San Diego. California. In 
1929, he constructed a tailless 
monoplane, followed by the ArrowpEane in 
1936.

Waterman was employed by Curtiss, At 
least three Arrowbites were buiEt in 1938, 
and three more unregistered examples 
may have been constructed in 1939, 
Some sources say that three Arrowbiles 
attempted a flight from Santa Monica, 
CaErfornia to Ohio, Two of the little craft 
supposedly completed the trip.

After seeing his friend Robert Fulton's 
design for a roadabie aircraft. Moulton 
Taylor proceeded with the design of the 
Taylor Aerocar and built the first one in 
1949. Versions of the Aenxar were 
featured on a hit; television show in the 
1960s and there are still flyable examples 
today.

automobile engine. Work on the Aerobile 
was irrtemjpted by WWII, but Waterman 
apparently resumed work on. the renamed 
Aerobile in 1947. The Smithsonian 
acquired this last example, completed in 
1948, which was powered by the same 
engine that powered the radical Tucker 
Torpedo automobile. Like the Arrowbiles, 
the Aerobile's wings could be detached 
and the propelier disconnected and power 
transferred to the rear wheels. The prop 
was retained on the road. 

Next came the Fulton Airphibian. This 
readable airplane was the brainchild of 
Robert Fulton Jr, r who had no previous 
experience wiEh aircraft design prior to 
buitding the Airphibian in 1946, Fulton's 
vehicle also had detachable, fabric 
covered wings and an aluminum body. A 
trailer was included in the design for 
carrying the wings. One example ot the 
Airphibian was built, but Fulton ran out of 
money and sold the rights to the 
Airphibian to pay for the cost of FAA 
certification. The new owners never went 
any further and the surviving aircraft was

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Griffon at Sea 

The brief and expensive flight of the Griffon-engined Seafire 



by Jack Trent 

A Nation enthusiasts, and 
modellers in particular, are apt to 
focus on specific aircraft types, 
and become extremely partisan 
when they settle on a favourite. In the case 
of the Spitfire, public perception, and the 
overwhelming weight of txxfts and hits 
supporting She type have made a legend 
that few would daie to question, and while 
there tart be no denying the contribution the 
design made to the war effort, and its 
obvious significance as a successful combat 
aircraft type, there are those heretics who 
would have us believe that the elliptical 
wing is unflattering, the gracefulness of the 
machine when -seen against other more 
potent devices simply becomes frailty, while 
the undercarriage - like thai off the Bf 109 - 
gives the aircraft the almost comical 
appearance of some ungainly bird thai 
thrives on flight but shou!d never be seen on 
the ground. 

To these we offer up the Griffon-engined 
Seafire, in which all the most attractive 
aspects of the type are supplemented by 
surfffcient bulk and muscle to offset its 
drawbacks- In its final form, the Seafire 
FR.47 in particular represents such a broad 
leap forward from the early Spitfire design 
that many would simply regard it as a 
completely different aircraft. 

Rolls-Royce commenced development of 
the Griffon engine as -early as 1939, and 
the first Spitfire Mk XHs, so powered, were 
in service in 1942, albeit in small numbers, 
but the greater speed and overall enhanced 
performance of the Griffon proved its worth. 
Spitfire/Griffon development continued 
apace, and readers are recommended our 
own Datafile publication, (Spitfire; Part 2 
Griffon engined), as further reading. 

The Seafire was a compromise 
throughout its career, and the spindly 
narrow-track undercarriage was never really 
at home on a earner deck. The story of Ihe 
Griffon at sea is fascinating, though, as it is 
a bite-sized piece of aviation history ideally 
suited to this series, while at the same time 
offering insights into the strange world of 
defence procurernent, and the Royal Navy's 
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apparent determination that If it ain't right 
don't fix it' 

The first GfifTon-engrned variant was the 
Mk XV, which was an amalgamation ol a 
beefed-up Seafire HI airframe and wings 
with the wing fuel tanks, retractable 
tailwheel, later style elevators and broad 
chord rudder of the Spitfire Mk VIII. 
Initially designed with the standard upper 
fuselage style-, the final 30 Mk XVs were 
built with the blown teardrop cockpit 
canopy and cut down rear fuselage 



in combat operations in WW?, although 
many believe its excellent performance at 
low level would have been useful against 
the Japanese Kamikaze attacks towaids the 
end of the Pacific war. 

The Seafire F17, (which saw the change 
in British aircraft Mark numbers from Roman 
to Arabic numerals during this period), saw 
modifications to the- undercarriage, which 
eradicated some of the probtems found on 
its predecessor The longer oteos helped 
reduced landing accidents, and a stronger 




introduced on the Spitfire Mk XVL Also, 
the first 50 aircraft featured a strengthened 
A-lrarne arrester hook to allow for the 
increased weight This was later replaced 
with the new 'sting" design, which was 
attached lo the reinforced rudder post at 
Ihe rear of tha fuselage, 390 Seafire XVs 
were built, and the latter teardrop- 
canopied design paved the way for the 
classic 'ultimate Spitfire 1 machine that is 
the chief inspiration for this article. 
The Mk XV was not a resounding 
suxess as a naval aircraft. Ftohfems with 
the undercamage and a tendency to swing 
to starboard in the powerful slipstream of 
the propeller dogged the machine, 
particularly on deck, and this was 
compounded by problems with the engine 
supercharger that saw it banned from 
carrier operations until the problem was 
solved. Mk XVs arrived too late to take pari 



main spar enabled heavier wing loads to be 
carried, and these changes to the 
undercarriage resulted in blisters appearing 
on the wing uppers to accomodate the 
revised wheel wells. The F.17 could cany 
external fuel tanks, and also featured options 
for an additional internal fuselage tank, that 
could be replaced with, cameras. While thus 
equipped the aircraft was designated FFL17. 
232 machines were built, and the aircraft 
remained in service until 1954, lingering on 
with the RNVR. 

Despite bringing significant changes to 
the Seafire party, the Mk 45 was only ever 
used as a trials aircraft - although fifty were 
built, so the trials may be regarded as 
extensive. Being an interim machine the 
basic Spitfire Mk 21 wing employed was 
not fitted with a wing fold. Part of the triads 
included successful operations with contra- 
rotatir^E propellers, a feature that did much

to overcome the torque problems inherent in 
the powerful Griffon 61. 

The Seafire Mk 46 was basically a 
navalised Spitfire F22, although again Ihe 
wing was non-folding. The Griffon 61 was 
replaced with an uprated unit driving two 
three-Waded Rotol centra-rotating 
propellers, and latter builds incorporated 
larger tail units from the Spiteful and 
Seafang, By these means the starboard 
swing was finally eliminated. Twenty-four 
units were built 

Some might regard the Seafire FR.47 as 
the successful upshot of some seven 
hundred trials aircraft, in which case the 
end can scarcely be said to have justified 
the means, although in the defence 
spending frenzy of me early Cold War it may 
not be surprising. The FR.47 incorporated 
hyd radically powered wing lofding and 
Rotol contra-rotating propellers as standard. 
Other features included modified horizontal 
tailplanes, which improved longitudinal 
stability, especially when the aircraft was 
fully loaded. The aircraft saw action with 
800 Squadron on board HMS Triumph 
during the Malayan EiTnergeJicy of 194-9 
and during the Korean War in 1950, and 
the type was finally withdrawn from front 
line service in 195L 

So ended the brief and expensive Story of 
the Griffon at Sea. Certainly phasing to the 
eye, the characteristic muddle of 
compromise and indecision that is Ihe 
hallmark of British Naval Aviation to this 
day seems to have been allowed to run rife 
in the attempts to justify continired use of 
the Spitfire's airframe. Was it worth it? As 
taxpayers we might be inclined to say no. 
As aviation enthusiasts, on ihe other hand, 
we would have to give thanks for a 
fascinating and charismatic series of 
aircraft, which built on trie original design 
and turned the Spitfire, in the end, into the 
Royal Navy's aircraft.

Converting Revell's 1/32 Spitfire Mk 22/24 into a Seafire 45

Despite its weaknesses the 
Seafire proved a capable 
fighter, hence further 
development of the hype was 
encouraged, reaching its climax with the 
Mk. 47 One step towards the ultimate 
Seafire was trie Mk 45, a navalised 
version of the Spitfire Mk 21,

The Kit 

Revell's Spitfire Mk 22/24 features 118 
parts, and is basically the old Matchbox 
kit from the 198Qs h unaltered, with all 
of its simplified details and deep panel 
lines. On the other hand the kit can be 
obtained at a very attractive price, so 1 
decided to set my sights quite high, and 
not only build the kit and correct its 
faults but also to convert it into a type I 
have always wanted in my collection - a 
late Mark Seafire 45. So, oul came the 
pians and after due reflection and much 
searching for reference I had all the 
pieces in place to start the project. 



Correcting the kit would necessitate at 
least: 

■ rebuilding the landing gear as it is far 
too short and with too wide a track 

• making new radiators 

• improving the basic cockpit 

• correcting the upper cowling 

• improving the panel lines 

• improving wing bulges and detail 

• replacing the clear parts 

For the conversion it would be necessary 
to; 

- create a spine 

• reshape the tail 

• add specific naval equipment 

I started by cutting the fin to the 
correct outline and after this cut the 
rudder to match, keeping the hinge lines 
unaltered, which minimized my efforts* 
New panel lines were rescribed later; 
and the fabiic covered surfaces were 
reworfced. 

In my second attempt on the spine I 
glued a styrene piece, already cut to the 
correct outline, on top of each fuselage 
half, strengthened with a profile on top, 
and glued straight sidewalls to this. 
These could then be roughly sanded to 
shape; and after a deal of sanding, 
filling, and sanding again I had a 
satisfying result. At this stage the canopy 
rails were repositioned using a u-profiled 
styrene strip, and the canopy rim itself 
was raised about 1,5mm to accept the 



intended canopy later- After blending 
everything in I turned my attention to 
the wings. 

Radiators 

One of the most outstanding features of 
the late Spitfires and Seafrres are the 
large undenting radiators. The kit parts 
are far too small and need replacement 
so [ duplicated the outlines on 1.5mm 
sheet styrene and cut them out with a 
fret-saw. After cleaning the three main 
parts of the radiator up [two sidewalls 
and one bottom) they were bent to 
shape and then glued together, using 
Tamiya's liquid cement. I realised, on 
checking my references, that the intakes 
had a double wall and were nearly 
straight on the inside, so inner walls 
were made. I also framed the grilles with 
some ve?y fine strips of styrerve mat

doubled as a spar in the middle of each 
radiator. Finally, the radiator Raps were 
cut to size from sheet alloy, bent and the 
assembly put aside. 

Wtffs 

Although their overall shape seems fine, 
the thick trailing edges and wide track 
undercarriage need attention. Again the 
plans were laid out and some templates 
cut out of card hoard. Comparison saw 
the undercarriage moved inboard 4mm 
on each side, with the wheel wells an 
additional 2mm towards the trailing 
edge, so the apertures were sealed and 
new ones marked out and chai ^drilled. 
At this point I also enlarged the radiator 
openings to the necessary size. 
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The two rudder halves wild one 
part already cut to size The first and failed attempt to create a spine. Subsequent attempts bore fruit.

Initially I had intended to produce 
new cannon bulges but after studying 
pictures it seemed that the general 
layout was correct so I was able simply 
to convert them, again using styrene and 
sheet alloy. 

Some dry fitting and sanding of the 
wheel well walls was necessary until 
they aligned well with the upper wing 
contours, at which point the upper wing 
halves could be glued into position. 

Additional detail was added to the 
wheel welEs and the entire wing 
assembly was sanded to reduce the 
panel lines' width. The Sines seem to be 
v-shaped as well having a small ridge on 
each side of them. If you simply sand 
lightly over them the ridges will 
disappear and the panel lines are 
already much smaller. Further treatment 
will reduce them to an acceptable size- I 
fitted some inspection panels made from 
thin aJloy sheet and then it was time to 
add all the buiges. 



The final touch was the cannon 
fairings, and as the kit's parts were 
useless these were fabricated from sprue 
using a slow mini-drill and a file. 



Cockpit and Fuselage 

The main instrument panel outlines were 
taken from the kit parts f with a great 
deal of scratchbuilding, and handmade 
bezels from line wire. A throttle quadrant 
was carved from plastic sheet and 
several boxes with switches and cables 
attached. After much trial and error I 
came out with an acceptable rear 
bulkhead that was glued to one side of 
the cockpit. The kit's seat supports were 
thinned considerably and gEued to the 
bulkhead to which I also attached 
armour plates, and the rudder pedals 
and seat came from a Pacific Coast 
Mod el 5 Spitfire Mk DC The interior was 
given a coal of White Ensign Models 
Tyre Black, followed by a dark wash and 
the details highlighted with a dry 




My preferred method of weathering is pre-shading 




brushing of a lighter grey. 

Then it was time to join the fuselage 
halves, and the assembly was then 
glued to the completed wing and here I 
encountered some slight fit problems. 
WeKt time I shall join the wing fillets to 
the fuselage halves instead of the wings. 

Landing gear 

As the kit-provided parts are undersized 
I had no option but to make a set of my 
own. Finally, after tnal and error, I found 
some polystyrene tubes of 2.0. 2.4 and 
3.2mm diameter that could be cut to 
length and then pushed telescopically 
into each other. New landing gear doors 
were fabricated from laminates of 
styrene and altoy. 

As the wheels on the Mk 45 were of 
the four-spoked type they were replaced 
- thanks to the chap from the 1/32 S1G 
who kindly provided me with a set by 
Paragon, Comparing the sizes of the two 
pairs of wheels I realized that those on 
the Revel I kit ware of much larger 
diameter than the Paragon items. To 
achieve the besr optical result I remcved 
the hubs from the Revel I wheels. 



inserted the four-spoke wheel hubs from 
the Paragon set and at the same time 
added a 1mm Plasticard shim in 
between [he two halves to increase the 
width. This made for some very nice 
wheels- 

C riming Together 

Spare Hasegawa canopy parts were 
employed, and the rear glazing was 
attached alter all clear parts were given 
a bath in Johnsons Klear. The clear 
panels of the gunsight were added and 
the windscreen glued into place. These 
clear parts were now sealed and blended 
in, with some green putty. 

Finally ail the missing and required 
panel lines were rescribed and various 
maintenance doors glued in place. After 
these were given a quick blending in 
with wet, & dry it was lime now (finally; 
for the pnmer coat. 

Colours anil Markings 

I started painting with the unusual first 
step of marking the roundels' outlines 
and painting these area white. After this 
a layer of Parafilm was placed on the

roundels and then rings were cut with a 
circle cutter on the model's surface. Next 
the red centres were painted and after 
these were dry they were masked with 
maskoN R^aJJy the blue was airbrushed. 
When all three colours had dried 
completely the roundels were masked 
again with Parafilm and then cut to the 
correct diameter Later I discovered I 
should have sprayed the blue slightly 
larger than the roundel size because I 
wound up with a very fine white line on 
the outer ed&e that had to be corrected 
using a very fine brush. 

Then came the main colours, for 
which I used Xtracolor Sky lightened 
with 10% white, followed by the same 
manufacturer's Extra Dark Sea Grey. 
Some emotion was expressed after 
removing the masking tape - I had 
compromised and used a cheaper 
decorator's product, and this lifted some 
of my paintwork. Memo to self - always 
use the good stuff from Tamiya. 




The completed roundel covered with Parafilm 
and cut to size 

Serials and codes were manufactured 
on clear cecal film with my printer, while 
all the stencilling came from the 
excellent kit sheet. A final wash was 
applied prior to the semi-matt varnish, 
and with the addition of some small 




details and a little light weathering the 
model was finished. 

Conclusion 

Rnally the project was at an end: Seafire 
Mk 45 LA 485 coded 583-LP of 771 
NAS Lee-on-Solent in the late summer 
of 1949. 

To be honest the original kit is far 
from today's standards, and an accurate 
model cannot he built nut of the box. as 
it has too manyfEaws. Furthermore the 
breakdown of parts in some areas is 
quite complicated and the kit is not ideal 
for a beginner. On the other hand the 
price is very attractive and it is the only 
game in town for a Griffon -engined 
Spitfire in 1J32 - hopefully not for too 
much longer. to the meantime I am now 
confident that the ufhsr old Match bo* 
Spitfire kits in my stash might be 
finished in some time and not Keep 
slipping to the bottom of the pile.,. Well, 
we will see!

The 
Ventura range has recently been 
acquired by New Zealand based Jays

Model Kits, who seem to be reissuing 
them. Ventura's Seafires were limited- 
run injected models with metal parts. So 
far Jays have announced the A-frame XV 
and the XVII, with the Stinger-tail XV 
and the FR.47 presumably to follow? 
Rareplanes issued a vacform in 1/72, 
but apart from this no mainstream 
company has offered kits in injected 
plastic in the smaller scale. 

Of course the Airfix 1/48 kit was a 
milestone for modelling the type, and 





although currently out of production will 
no doubt be back. Falcon made a 
vacform of the Mk 47, which is also out 
of production, while Hobbycraffs Mk. XV 
is an interesting anomaly, and the Grand 
Phoenix package combined the Airfia 
tooling with some desirable aftermarket 
products. To this can be added a Planet 
resin kit of the Mk 45, while the 1/32 
modeller must, as yet, be prepared to 
gel out the scalpel and filler and perform 
some serious conversion work.

IPMS USA Column 



From Little Acorns 



One of the current issues 
facing IPMS is the aging 
modelling population and 
the challenge of recruiting 
new blood into the hobby. As I've 
highlighted in previous columns, IPMS 
has programs in place to help attract 
new modellers - the Mate and Take 
Program for juniors, and the Adult 
Building Course, My chapter, Northern 
Arizona Scale Modelers (NASNt) is quite 
small with a regular membership of less 
than a dozen members; I suspect there 
are a lot of similar chapters across the 
US in areas with a small general 
population. In an effort to boost our 
numbers, and in partnership with our

local hobby store, Flagstaff Hobbies, we 
ran a series of modelling workshops, 
culminating in a small contest. 

The idea behind the workshops was 
simple: tap into the surprisingly robust 
customer base far plastic kits at Flagstaff 
Hobbies by offering basic instruction to 
juniors and to adults, with a contest at 
the end as a goal and an incentive. The 
workshops took participants right tha 
way from basic construction, through 
more advanced techniques, to painting, 
decaling and finishing. Through the

IPMS Make and Take program, we 
obtained some kits, ranging from 
airliners to simple snap-fit Kits, for 
participants to work on while Flagstaff 
Hobbies provided toaJs and paints and 
the venue. 

At each workshop, experienced IPMS 
members were on hand to conduct 
proceedings and to provide individual 
hands-on tuition. When the occasion 
warranted, members would also 
demonstrate techniques such 
as seanvfiiling or applying 
decals. All the while, the 
atmosphere was kept light 
and informal and every 
effort was made to make 
"newbies' feel welcome and 
comfortable. 

Participants ranged in 
age from a 3-year-dd 
through to guys in their 
sixties, with a good spread in 
between. It was encouraging to see a 
number of juniors taking part, and we 
hope that we have planted a seed and 
that their enthusiasm for our hobby will 
take root. We were also encouraged by a 
number of adult 'returning' modelers 
who attended. This Es a prime recruiting 
demagra.ph.ie for IPMS, as nostalgia; for a 
childhood hobby and an optimum life 
position pull some back to modeling. 

The contest was simple in concept 
and execution: this was no Nationals! 
We had three classes - Youth (Under 
11), Beginner Adult (11 and older) and 
Experienced Adult. Given the relatively 
small number of entries expected, there 
were no splits into different categories.

for Best En Show for each class. Judging 
was based on the IPMS standard - 
modeling fundamentals were the 
primary denominator. 

Flagstaff Hobbies wss very generous 
with the prizes - gift certrficates for the 
store, plus commemorative medallions - 
and were also able to garner some nice 
donations from their distributors for the 
raffle. Competition was 
tough, but in the end 
the judges awarded first 
place prices to Robin 
Bradley in the Youth 
Class for her Lindbeng 
Veloci raptor, Daniel 
Wood in Beginner 
Aduk for his racing 
motorbike, and to Ed 
Tharp in Experienced 
Adult for his 1/48 Zero.

For a lirst effort, we consider this to 
be a success, with the likelihood that we 
have recruited two or three new 
members for the club - which was our 
realistic target for this. In addition, we

Building Roden's S.E.5a with Hispano Engine 



This is the second Roden 
S,E.5a to be released in 
1/32, fol rowing the version 
with the Wolsey Viper 
engine. Looking at the sprue diagram 
the shaded-out parts, which include a 
four-blade propeller, suggest that an 
early Hispano engined variant of the 
machine will be produced shortly, 
although there has been no mention on 
Roden's weo page as yet... 

For reference there are three S.E.5as 
extant in museums in England , with 
perhaps the most well known being the 
Shuttleworth Collection's airworthy 
example. The others are at the RAF 
Museum, Hendon and the Science 
Museum, London. The latter is in its 
skywriting' guise. All of the UK survivors 
ate ex 'Savage Skywriters' and all have 



Viper engines, so there are differences 
with the radiator area, as the version 
included in this kil has the geared 
Hispano engine, rather than the direct- 
drive Viper. 

The kit 

The kit is moulded in Roden's usual 
grey/tan plastic. There was a bit of flash 
present, but nothing that a pass or two 
with a sanding stick would not solve. I 
have to say that first impressions on 
opening the box were good - the parts 
had excellent detail and were sharply 
moulded. With this model I had a self- 
imposed deadline of a month to build it 
in. as I wanted it ready for a model club 
competition with the theme of Australia 
(mure of that anon). 

Construction started with the cockpit, 



and J had a set of etched brass for the 
kit but I decided that the level of detail 
provided was just right, with enough to 
make the cockpit look busy without 
overcrowding It. All I did add was a set 
of Eduard pre-painted photo-etched 
seatbelts, without which tl seems no 
model is complete these days. 

To speed up the build process for my 
deadline, I selected all the parts that 
needed a wood finish and gave them a 
brushed coat of Games Workshop 
'Bleached Bone', which when dry was 
then brushed over with a suitable shade 
of brown, to give a passable grain effect. 
The fabric areas of the interior of the 
fuselage were left in Bleached Bone. The 
wood areas and the fabric areas were 
then given a wash of Games Workshop 
'Gryphonne Sepia'. I can really

recommend these washes as they are 
easy to use, come in a variety of shades 
and are readily available, as mis' towns 
seern to have a Games Workshop on the 
High Street- The sepia and Devlan Mud 
can both be used over the wood effect r 
They are not quite as effective as the old 
Chestnut Ink, but they are not bad. 

Instead of using fine wire or stretched 
sprue to rig the interior framework I used 
a sharp HB pencil to draw the rigging 
lines on with. Once the fuselage halves 
were closed this looked quite 
convincing. 

For the instrument panel on 
this model Roden have provided 
decals for the dials, which once 
trimmed, applied and given a "glass' 
cover of gloss varnish, set the panel off a 
treat. The switches on the panel were 
picked out in a brass colour and with 
this done the fuselage was glued 
together, This stage was quite tricky due 
to the separate top decking and the 
open front, although adding the bottom 
wing at this point did help a little to firm 
things up. Some filler was required 
around the wing roots, some of which 
was perhaps my fault for not taking the 
time to test fit properly, but the tailptane 
went on next with nn fuss. 
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The undercarriage parts went on as easily as the top wing

The engine is a small kit in its own 
right. I must admit at this stage that as I 
was going to be gluing the cowlings on I 
did not fit all of (he various pipes, as 
they would not be seen (but I won't tell 
it you don't!). This is an area ot the 
model wtiere if you wished you could 
really go to town. 



Those seal be Its are certainly prominent on the 
S.E.5 - some aircraft can hide a hasty cockpit with 
an obliging upper wing 

As 1 had started building the model 
while away from home I was committed 
to brush painting it. On their instruction 
sheet Roden give paint references for the 
Model Master range, and as I cannot get 
these locally I opted to use a range of 
paints including Games Workshop., 
Revell and Hurribrol. For the linen 
undersides I used Games Workshop

For the PCIO upper surfaces I mixed my 
own shade ot this controve-'siai colour, 
using Games Workshop Chaos Black 
and Snakebite Leather as substitutes for 
Lamp Black and Yellow Ochre, My mis 
could perhaps have done with a little 
more yellow ochre, as it was rather dark. 
That said it matches a fabric sample I 
recently obtained from the Shuttleworth 
Collection's re- restored S.E, Sa- 
lt also has to be borne in mind that 
these aircraft were often patched and 
repaired in the field and would have 
been painted in varying local mixes, so I 
am content with the resulting shade. 

To get the characteristic overlap of 
PCIO onto the uiwlersides, I used an old- 
fashioned ink bow drafting pen loaded 
with my mix, then using the edge of the 
wing as a guide drew the ewerlap on. The 
result is not perfect but a look at 
contemporary pictures of WW1 aircraft 
will readily show that the lines on the real 
thing were not always perfect either I find 
that brush painting these large-scale 
models and using uneven coats of varnish 
and washes can impart a used and worn 
loc*- To some it may look over-scale, but 
with a model ifs all about creating an 
illusion and in my opinion this gives a 
reasonable air of realism. 



As with all of their S.E. 5a releases, 
regardless of scale. Roden provide the 
triangular inspection panels as decals. t 
did not use these, opting to 'glaze' the 
moulded panels with gloss, varnish 
stained slightly with the sepia wash. 
Although it would be a relatively easy 
task to chain drill and file out the 
openings, one could use a triangle ol 
foil on the underside, a short length of 
rod to represent the pulley and a length 
of fine wire for the cable r and then 
glaze it with a drop of Kristal Kiear. 
This is something I intend to try on my 
next one - which will definitely not have 
a deadline! 

As I had pre-painted all of the wood 
parts it was now time to add the top 
wing, which 1 am pleased to say went 
on very easily, due to Rodsn's precise 
strut attachment points. I did not even 
need to use a jig. The undercarriage also 




went on at this stage, again with no 
fuss, and I used the later-style wooden 
undercarriage legs as indicated on the 
instructions, although further research 
suggests that the early steel ones should 
perhaps be used. Ultimately the choice 
is yours. 

Colours and Markings 

Four colour schemes are provided in this 

kit: 

• D3540 of AO Squadron 35 flown by 
Captain G H Lewis. This scheme is 
shown on the box ait and has black 
and white striped interplane stjuts and 
radiator. There are also four large Ks 
on the airframe

It was now time to add the final details, 
decals and rigging. For the exhaust pipes 
Roden suggest a matt rust colour After 
looking at and photographing various 
exhausts at the Shuttteworth Collection, I 
came to the conclusion it would be more 
accurate to paint the pipe firstly a steel 
colour, followed by washes of dark brown 
and blue to pit that burnt metal effect. I 
was happy with the final result- 1 painted 
the kit propeller to match that on the 
Shuttleworth S.E.ba which has painted 
fabric covered blades. Not perhaps strictly 
accurate for this particular aircraft but it 
looks the part and is easier than painting 
a wood effect. The overwing Lewis gun 
and foster mount were assembled and 
painted to be added last. The Lewis gun 
is a particularly fine moulding, which only 
needed a little rub with graphite powder 
once painted to look really very good. 

The decals started to go on next. I had 
one or two problems with these, although 
some were possibly of my own making. 
The red and white fuselage hand is 
provided as a decal but it was clear that 
as it was not shaped it would not fit so I 
opted to mask and spray it. I had already 
(rather foolishly) placed the fuselage 



roundels and large number 4s t so when I 
removed the masking I removed, large 
portions of these decals too. 'Oops' does 
not begin to cover my frustration at this - 
especially as I know better than to work 
in this order.

qufte brittle, but I cut out the kangaroos 
from the kit's decal sheet with a sharp 
scalpel and added them to my pre- 
sprayed red band with an agreeable lack 
of controversy. 

Before the underside roundels were 
added I rigged the model using Lycra 
thread from Aeroclub. I had part-drilled 
holes in the underside of the top 
wing- into which 1 super-glued 
one end of the thread- The 




this mode! I did not 
want to put on every wire, 
but just enough to give the 
impression of a rigged aircraft. 

With the addition of the Lewis gun 
and foster mount and the propeller the 
model was finished. 

Conclusion 

I found this model an absolute pleasure to 
build. It took me just under a month's 
worth of evenings to complete - no mean 
feat for a 1/32 biplane, and e^n though i 
cut every comer I ecu Id, the quality of the 
product allowed me to get away with it 
almost every time. A little filler was 
needed in places but that* 5 part of the fun 
of model making. The placement Of 
the top wing was an easy task 
as the struts all fitted 
positively into their locations, 
as did the undercarriage - a 
huge relief after some of my 
recent experiences in this 
department. The addition of the 
instrument panel decals really does 
make a difference and it's nice to 
see Roden providing these. 

Tnere has been much talk 
about 1/32 biplanes of late. 
Roden's expanding range represent 
good value in terms of quality and 
buildability, and are also readily 
available. This kit provides ail the 
basics to produce a super detailed 
masterpiece, and I for one will be adding 
a Viper-powered model to my collection in 
the near future ■ hopefully converted into 
a Savage Skywriter.

The F-16C/D Block 52+ from Viper to Prize Fighter. A 1/32 conversion

As a former F-16 pilot with the 
USAF, I suppose if s only 
natural mat the F-16 Is my 
favorite modeling subject. The 
most recent production blocks have 
advanced capabilities I could only hope 
for as a young Viper driver The F-l 6C/D 
block 52+, recently put into service 
with the Polish Air Force, is one of the 
most advanced versions of the F-16 to 
date, The 2-seat D model, with its 
conforms! fuel tanks (.CFT's) and 



avionics spine, significantly changes the 
elegant aesthetics of the to that of 
a brutal, thick-necked prizefighter, and 
looks altogether different from any other 
F-16 h s out there, I knew I had to build 
one in 1/32, tfie question was.... where 
to start ? 

Getting Started 

The obvious answer was to start with 
the best kit possible and make the 
necessary changes from there. As there 
is no two-seat F-16 available in this 
scale, this project would be a major

conversion. I already had the Tamiya 
block 50, but it had the large MOID 
intake and General Electric engine parts. 
The block 52 has the smaller NSI intake 
and the Pratt and Whitney -229 motor. 
After some pleading and horse trading 
on the Internet, I was able to source the 
correct parts from the Tamiya 
Thunderbfrds boxing. 

Planning the build, I outlined the 
differences in the block 52 + that would 
need to be addressed. They were: 

* Two-seat cockpit and canopy 

• Avionics spine with para brake 
extension 

« Conformal fuel tanks 

* Rescrlbing around the aft cockpit 

* Antenna configuration 

- Larger nose wheel: changes to nose 
gear door and intake 

• Vent on the right forward fuselage 

• Carbon fiber exhaust petals 
■ Weapons load 

i started construction with the alt 
cockpit cutout. Using the Hasegawa 
1/48 F-16Dasa guide, I used 1/32 and 
1/48 scale rulers to transfer dimensions 
from the smaller kit to the larger model.

represent the more Spartan aft cockpit. 
The aft instrument panel was built up 
from plastic card, parts of trie Tamiya 
front instrument panel, and photo etched 
bezels from Fotocut. The aft seat HUD 
Monitor (ASHM} was built up from 
corrugated and smooth sheet stock, 
while the glare shroud around the screen 
is simply lead foil. 

Trie front cockpit is largely the kit 
item, although I did add the 02 and g- 



suit hoses. The very prominent -spider 
latch' canopy lacking lever was scratch 
built from fine strip stock, and I did use 
the front instrument panel and shroud 
from the Avionix F-16 set. 

The Build Progresses 

I painted the cockpit in the same fashion 
as I paint ali rny sub-assemblies. First, I 
pre-shade the parts with Roquil Grimy 
Black arid then airbrush the base colons 



with enamels. Once dry, I'll dry brush 
with listened versions of the base color, 
then, pick out fine details with a small 
brush. Following that I clear coat with 
Future fEoor wax shot through the 
airbrush and once dry, I add a wesh of 
oil paint thinned with mineral spirits, 
then a flat coat. For the cockpit 
instruments f added decals from Mike 
Grant prior 1o the flat coat. 

I used the block 50 seals from the 
Avionix set, although these are slightly 
different between cockpits. The aft seat 
of a two-seat F-16 does not have the 
flight data lecorder installed on the reft 
side, so 1 carefully removed it from the 
item employed, To replicate the fu22y 
black seat covers, I first coated the seat 
pads with white glue, and then sprinkled 
them with resin sanding dust. Once 
painted and dry brushed, they looked 
pretty convincing. 

Before closing up the fuselage, I 
made the prominent rouvered vent on 
the right hand side by first scribing a 
rectangular hofe in ,030 sheet. The vent 
fins were then attached from behind F 
and the front faces sanded flush with 
the panel. The outside of the panel was 
then scribed out to release it from the 



sheet stock. A suitable hole was drilled 
in the fuselage to accept the just 
louvered vanes, as the vent panel is 
slightly raised fmm the fuselage. 

With the cockpit cutout complete, I 
began building up the aft spine. Using my 
scale rulers again, I scaled-up the 1/48 
spine from Cutting Edge, and built up a 
three-sided bo* from 030 sheet. The aft 
parabrske extension came from the 
Academy 1/32 F-16. 1 used Fine Grain 
Milliput on the top surface of the spine 
and sanded it back to get the 
characteristic curved shape to the top. I 
drew the panel lines En with a Gunze 
paint marker, and added reinforcement 
strips and the circular antenna, then took 
the assembly over to my vacuum forming 
rig and pulled the exterior skin in .010 
sheet. I made several of these, and using 
trie vacformed outer shells, I cut out each 
individual panel and attached them to I he 
built up spine. This allowed me to add 
rivet detail to each panel before applying 
them, using a rivet wheel- The large vent 
on the right hand side of the spine was 
shaped from U stock, and another vent 
robbed from the spares box. 

The parabrake was built up using the 
old school technique of tissue paper over

a bfob of Milliput. brushed with diluted 
white glue. The straps for the chute are 
lead foil and Tamiya tape. 

The intake of the block 52 has a 
prominent bump just behind the intet 
stmt support, t made this with a block of 
thick sheet, and blended it in with 
Milliput. After the intake sections were 
joined, I taped off the back end and 
slowly filled the intake with thick white 
latex house paint. I removed the tape, 
allowing the paint to run out the back, 
and the result is a perfectly seamless, 



gloss white intake. The intake strut 
support was painted with Alclad 
Chrome. This Alclad paint needs to be 
applied over a gloss black undercoat, 
and for this I used Testors gtoss black 
enamel paint out of the rattle can. I 
added the large stiflener plate on the 
bottom of the intake ahead of the nose 
gear strut. The Polish jets have an EGM 
and a comm antenna mounted here. 
The ECM blister came from the spares 
bon, and the antenna came from the 
Academy F-lS r

Wheels and Weapons 

I intended to use the beautiful Aires nose 
wheel well, but after a little 'due 
diligence 1 , 1 came to the conclusion that 
the resin part simply would not work as 
molded. The resin welt is too short, also, 
there is no way to install the nose gear 
strut without modifying It or the wheel 
bay. To get aiound this complication, i 
sawed off the Tamiya part just aft of 
where the nose gear strut attaches and 
mated it with the aft portion of ihe Aires 
well. The nose wheel on the block 52+ is 
larger than standarcl, so I found a suitable, 
thicker replacement:' a 1/48 UH-SO resin 
main wheel from Cobra Company 



The Aires main wheel wells are 
beautiful, but required a fair amount 
of grinding to get them to fit. 1 added 
the hydraulic lines to the main gear 
struts and drag braces, securing them 
where appropriate with strips of 
Bare-Metal Foil. 

To replicate the carbon fiber nozzle 
leaves of the -229 motor, the leaves 
were covered with carbon fiber pattern 
decal film. To get the correct color, they 
were then overcoated with Tamiya Clear 
Yellow and Clear Blue. When dry, a 
wash of brown/black artist's oil followed 
by a flat coat finished them up. 

Stores are, of couise. a major part of 
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painted, I gave the entire model a clear 
coat of Future to prepare for decaling 
and weathering. Decafs came from 
TwoBobs and Kagero. Qnee decaled, I 
apptfed a wash of artist's oils^ primarily 
Payne's Grey and Burnt Umber, and 
once dry, I flat coated the model with 
Polly Scale acrylic flat 

Final assembly went quickly, with 
weapons, static dischargers, some gear 
components, and of course the canopy, 
rounding out a build of a unique version 
of the F-16. 

The Polish Viper stands out in the 
crowd as a realty eye-catching piece of 
hardware, Hopefully, given the interest 
that this latest in the line is receiving 
from trie modeling public, we can look 
forward to some more state-of-the-art 
kits in different scales. Until then, if you 
wsnt the machine in 1/32 it's a case of 
'do it yourself!' 



any Viper build. The Sniper pod is a 
resin item from Dr. Pepper Resins. 1 
added some M.V. lenses to tf$ seeker 
head, and created the clear lens cover 
with Pour On liquid plastic. The Triple 
Ejector Rack (TER) and GBU-12's are 
from the Academy F-16, and the laser 
seekers also received M.V. lenses. The 
AIM-9X's are also from the Academy kit. 

The CFT's are from Skunkmodels. 
They are injection molded and fit 
beautifully but there are no locating 
tabs, so care must be taken to keep 
them properly aligned. I used fine 



Evergreen strip stock for She seals 
around the CFTs, with a tew of the 
thicker seals made from folded-over 
lead foil. 

The canopy was made by cutting up 
and using sections of the Tamiya canopy, 
an out of production M AL Hobbies 
F-16B canopy, Bondo, and Fine Grain 
Milliput. I used all of this to make a 
master pattern that was used to cast a 
resin copy, which was subsequently 
shaped and polished- I then used the 
resin copy as a pattern to vacform the 
canopy from ,010 acrylic sheet, 010 
styrene sheet was used to skin the 
outside frame of the canopy, and rivet 
detail was embossed h again using a rivet 
wheel, and the panel lines were scribed 
with a compass needJe in a pin 
vise. The inside of the clear 
canopy was painted with a 
mixture of Tamiya clear 
yellow and Smoke. 




The interior frame of the canopy was 
built up from plastic stock, and sanded 
to siijoc. I added the p-on-feiem grab 
handles in four locations, and scratch 
built the center support to mate with the 
extension ram.

Kinetic's F-lfiD Advanced Viper in 1/48 

By Andy McCabe 



The Kit 

The F-16 has been In service worldwide 
in various guises since 1978 and in 
excess of 4,000 have been built. The 
latest version, the F-16D Block 50/52. 
represents the largest configuration 
change to the aircraft since its 
introduction, and modifications include 
new or improved avionics, additional fuel 
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painted and fixed into place. 

The cockpit tub is inserted into the 
upper fuselage assembly and a choice 
now has to be made, airbrakes deployed 
or closed? tf you opt tor the deployed 
version they require cutting from the top 
and bottom fuselage hafves before the 
■wo are joined together. 

The forward section of the air intake/ 
forward landing gear bay is now 
assembled, and there is an unsightly 
joint between these two halves as there 
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and paytoad capacity and enhanced 
sensor and pilot /vehicle interface 
capability. The Block 52 F-16s have 
additional capability for Conformal Fuel 
Tanks (CFT) that enables the aircraft to 
perform extended range missions. The 
CFTs are pod-like structures that fit along 
the upper fuselage either side of the 
dorsal spine of the aircraft and increase 
the fuel payload by 450 gallons thereby 
increasing the range by 20 to 40%. 

This version of the ]/48 Kinetic F-16 
is for an F-16D 52+ Advance Viper for 
the Polish Airfares, 

The box is crammed full of plastic bags 
containing eighteen sprues of injection 
moulded plastic, two of which are clear, 
one small fret of etched parts, one tunned 
brass nose pilot probe, two decal sheets 
and one instruction booklet. The parts 
have excellent engraved panel lines and 
exquisite surface detail, although there 
are also some rather large ejection pin 



marks on the majority of the parts that 
will require removal prior to assembly. 

G on struct ion 

Construction commences with the 
cockpit, which is built around a one- 
piece tub to which the bulkheads behind 
the pilot and navigator are fitted along 
with separate instrument panels for all of 
the side consoles. This would make it 
easier for etched replacements though 
the kit parts have raised detail that 
allows detailed painting. 

The intake is made up from two 
separate sub-assemblies, the first 
Including the fan blade and 
undercarriage bay, and the detail is 
excellent throughout. Once assembled 
the intake seam was tilled 
and smoothed out and 
then sprayed with 
Tamiya X-2 White, the 
tan blade was then 
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with the rear two. that needs to he 
addressed otherwise you get a rather 
unrealistic seam, Squadron white filler 
and an hour or so of sanding cured the 
problem and a coat of Tamiya white was 
applied. This assembly then fits into two 
side fuselage parts and the whole lot fits 
to the main fuselage/intake assemhly 
without any filler whatsoever. 



assembling the engine exhaust, which is 
one area where eliminating the joint lines 
will be impossible due to the corrugated 
nature oF ;he inner surfaces. The exhaust 
cone is made up from four separate 
petals, and the outside was sprayed with 
gloss black, then a coat of Alclad Polished 
Aluminium applied, followed with a 
dusting of Alclad Gold then Jet Exhaust 



and this was removed with the aid of a 
Squadron Tri-grit sanding stick then 
masked and dry fitted ready for spraying. 

Colours and markings 

Any aperture that I did not want to be 
grey was masked or filled and a coat of 
primer was applied, followed by an 
overall coat of Xtracrylix XA1136. After 



Once all the masking had been 
removed the aircraft was given a coat of 
Johnson's Wear and left to dry prior to the 
application of the decals. 

The decal sheet is quite 
comprehensive and includes all of the 
stencilling needed, The decats are very 
nice and settled well without setting 
solutions and were completed in a couple 
of sessions. The kit offers two aircraft 
from the Polish Air Force in identical 
schemes. 

Another coat off Klear was sprayed on 
then a dark weathering wash was applied 
all over followed by a coat of Xtracrylix 
Rat varnish to seal everything in place. 



The main landing gear legs are a one- 
piece mouldmg that locates before other 
elements of the gear bay are fitted, such 
as the longitudinal structural spar (part 
C47), which is one of a number of parts 
not shown in tine assembly sequence. 
I chose not to fit the undercarriage 
legs now, which meani that they 
would need modifying later on 
when it came to fitting them. 
The build progresses by 



The inside was given the same treatment 
as the main exhaust tube. 

The next stage is where the dorsal 
spine avionics boxes are fitted, along with 
the tail and, if chosen, the Conformal Fuel 
Tanks. Moving swiftly on. the two etched 
parts supplied fil into either side of the 
CFT, but I chose to leave them until after 
the main paint scheme had been applied. 

The ofte-piece cockpit canopy has a 
thin seam line running down the top of it, 



curing, the upper surfaces were masked 
using a mixture of Bio-Tack and masking 
tape and the camouflage pattern was 
sprayed using Tamiya 3CF-53 Neutral Grey. 
I could not decide what the correct colour 
of the nose cone should be as it looked 
different in every photo I have, so I mixed 
the colour using various greys to get a 
shade that came the closest. 




Final Assemblies 

As mentioned previously the main landing 
gear should have been fitted much earlier 
before the fuselage was completed, 
however to facilitate masking and 
spraying rt was omitted, and now needed 
to be cut into two parts and Irimmed to 
fit, which proved to be no great problem 
as the whole undercarriage assembly 
when finished is extremely robust. 

With the undercarriage fitted and the 
doors in place the weapons were fitted 
and the model was nearing completion, 
all that was left to fit were the ejection 
seals, canopy and nose probe. 

Conclusion 

This is the first Kinetic kit 1 have made 
and I have to say thai I am very 
impressed with it. 

The level of detail is on par with other 
high-end kit manufacturers though the 
large efector pin narks are something you 
could live without, 

It is a testament to the quality of the 
kit that no filler was used throughout the 
build, though the instructions in some 
parts are a bit misleading which is why it 
is wise to study them thoroughly before 
and during construction. 

The pnee tag tor this kit is very 
reasonable considering the number of 
parts you get and the amount ot detail on 
them; it is a pity that the ejector seats are 
not as detailed and aftermarket ones are 
advisable. As for the rest of the cockpit 
the level of detail is very good and 
aftermarket replacements I feel are not 
necessary. 

A thoroughly enjoyable build and not 
the East Kinetic kit i intend to make.

Once the fuselage was joined it 
became apparent that the whole cockpit 
assembly was 1mm too low, (or the 
spine is imm too tall?), which resulted 
in the rear bulkhead not meeting up with 
the top of the spine, so filler was 
required to hide the gap. 

The wing, which is a cnepiece 
moulding, fitted to the fuselage with 



ease, requiring only a small amount of 
filler to blend into the wing roots. The 
same was true for the two-part 
tailpianes, and with the rudder and 
engine radiator added the main airframe 
is completed. 

So far the build had been as good as 
my first impressions of the kit had 
suggested it would be, but new it was 
time to fit the vacform caniopy. Two sets 
are supplied and as it turned out I was 
going to need both. The canopy is

moulded In two parts, the windscreen 
and sliding hood, but the framing is not 
that well defined, making cutting out a 
bit of a problem, "me first attempt was 
not a success, as I cut the windscreen 
too low and the hood would not fit, being 
too small in cross section. On the next 



attempt I cut as much framing out as 
possible and even then the hood would 
not sit correctly and the windscreen was 
still too low. Checking out the numerous 
profile photos in the Red Star book leads 
me to conclude that either the canopy is 
just plain wrong, being too low in profile, 
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The side wi ndows from the South Front kit saved a lot of work

or the spine is too high. As it is, you can 
just 'get away with if as in many cases 
the hood was left open or removed 
altogether to improve visibility for the 
pilot. Left like this the windscreen 
proportions look correct. 

Oddly, not included on the vacform 
sheet are the two rear clear panels. 
These you have to scratch build, but as 
luck would have St I had a spare set 
from a South Front LaGG-3. These side 
panels, when offered up to the klt f 
turned out to be too long, but the right 
height, so they were trimmed, and with 
the canopy resolved., I tackled the 
landing light. This is another vacform 
part h and again the fit was pretty bad, 
but with transparencies out of the way I 
could turn my attention to the 
undercarriage. 

Here we got back to quality parts and 
I am please to say the fit was excellent. 



Options for wheels or skis are given, and 
the skis themselves are made up trom 
three parts each for the main gear and 
one tor the tail. These attach to the 
undercarriage legs, which are moulded 
with a metal rod running internally 
through their length, making them 
reassuringly stropg The wheels are 
delightful mouldings, and along with the 
bay doors full of detail, but they are not 
flattened. True Detail do make a 
flattened set in this scale for the La-5/7 
which would be an appropriate 
replacement if you don't fancy sorting 
them out yourself. 

Last of all we come to the underwing 
stores, which include Six RS-82 rockets 
and rails and two 100kg (2201b) 
bombs, with the relevant mounting 
brackets, and these again are very rttceiy 
moulded. I did manage to crush the very 
delicate fins for the bombs when trying

The was camouflaged in the standard colour schemes applied to Soviet

The Greif, as it was 
also known, first saw operational service 
in 3942 and was mainly used in the 
anti-shipping role in the West.

Construction 

In general I dont usually fallow the build 
sequences as called out in the 
instructions, preferring to work on several 
sub-assemblies concurrently, which I find 
enables me to mcue things forward at a 
quicker pace without making any 
unnecessary compromises. To begin with 
I collated as much reference material as 
possible, as my plan was to carry out 
several modifications, such as dipping 
the flaps, opening up one of the engine 
bays, and adding detail to the wheel 
wells, etc. With plenty of information to 



hand I began planning the order of 
construction - an important task as it 
would avoid setbacks and errors during 
the course of the build. 

The Wings 

The wings incorporate several minor 
sub-assemblies that need to be finished 
before the upper and lower halves can 
bejoirted, including flaps, wheel bays, 
engine nacelles and radiators, and I 
commented this section of the build by 
separating the flaps. Internal detail here 
was fabricated from plastic card - a 



simple job but fairly repetitive. The spars 
were fashioned from 1mm plastic sheet, 
and once the triangular supporting ribs 
were mated the whole ensemble was 
sanded gently to even things out. Strips 
of epoxy putty were rolled out to make 
the actual naps, and these were sanded 
to profile and surface detail then scribed 
where necessary. 

Main Wheel Weils 

One task that requited a good dea^ more 
work than anticipated, as well as a little 
guesswork, was the wheel wells. 



Although the kit provides some nice main 
gear legs, the wetls themselves provide 
ample opportunity for some additional 
detailing, and this occupied some lime. 

While working on these areas I took 
the opportunity to thin out the walls 
around the aperture I was reaving to 
display the engine in the starboard 
nacelle, and Ellis was achieved with a 
Drernel tool and a 5mm spherical drill, 
taking great care to work slowly, as 
powered tools can make a thorough mess 
of a piece of plastic if the modeller does 
not have a steady hand. With this task 
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Here the replacement prop blades have teen cut to snap? 
and mated with Die collars from Ihe kit parts

accomplished 1 proceeded to remove the 
main and subsidiary engine access panels 
with a new Nail Wade, 

With the hatches separated I was able 
to add further detail to the inside of the 
nacelles, adding supports to house the 
main gear, hydraulic conduits from copper 
wire, and some electrical box.es from 
scrap plastic. 

With the interior erf one wheel well 
completed I made a rubber mould to 
enable a duplicate to be made for the 
other wing - thus saving a considerable 
amount of time and effort and ensuring 
that the two sides were identical. 

Kit part 54, the housing for the tail 
wheel, requires a littEe remedial work to 
box it in correctly, and this was done with 



aluminium foil fitted with superglue, "the 
tail wheel provided is a little thick, so I 
replaced it with one manufactured from 
aluminium and plastic card. The wheel 
was painted RLM 02 and installed at this 
point, as were actuators for the doors, 
although as they are fairly fragile, the 
doors themselves were left oft until later in 
the build- 
Engines and Radiators 
Engines (or the starboard nacelle were 
built in full, using an Aires Me 109 part 
as a model, each rtacelle requiring two 
D3'603s as a basis for replicating the

Please 
bear all this in mind if using this profile as the basis for a model 
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This unknown machine is from the movie possibly made in January 1944, showing aircrew 
during the loading of the large SC 20DD bomb under the wing.

of some of the internal detail, such as 
conduits and engine mounting struts. 

The wing radiators as supplied are 
very basic parte, and I decided they 
could be improved upon considerably, so 
thicker parts were manufactured from 
epoxy putty, with detail added on both 
sides. As I was leaving the access cover 
open on one side, more internal detail 
had to be fabricated and this included 
reproducing the oil pipes where they 
enter and leave the radiator from steel 
wire. This done I was finally able to close 
up the wing halves and set the 
mainplanes aside while I carried on with 
other areas of the build. 

Cockpit 

Beacause the kit parts as supplied are 
more than adequate I was able to use 
them with onty a little bit of additional 




detailing. Wiring was added to the main 
instrument pane), as well as seatbelts to 
all crew positions, and a little detailing to 
the front machine gun. Little else was 
required as despite the glazing in the nose 
the area is not nearly as visible as one 
might suppose. 

The whole area was painted RLM66 
with a little dry brushing and s thin black

wash to highlight the detail, Seatbelts 
were painted with Tamiya's Khaki. 

Tail planes 

The moving surfaces of the tailplane were 
removed an order to reposition them in a 
slightly more realistic fashion. I thinned 
down the trailing edges as well, and 
performed delicate surgery with a No. 1 1 
blade to remove the parts without 
excessive damage. 

Once the parts were separated the 
upper and (ower halves were joined and 
the hollow filled with putty, which was 
then shaped correctly with sandpaper to 
give the right profile. This process, of 
course, eliminated the trim tab actuators, 
so they were replaced using thin 
aluminium and stretched sprue, which 
allowed for a more scale appearance than 
the originals. 




Propellers 

One problem often found with kits, 
especially in 1/72 or Hie smaller scales, 
is the over-thickness of the propeller 
blades, and Revels Greif is no exception 
in this respect. My solution was to 
replace the blades with scratchbuilt items 
made from aluminium, a material 
eminently suited in this case as the 
impression of wear on the edges could 
not possibly Be more realistic! 

Using 1mm thick aluminium sheet I 
cut strips 1cm wide and 4cm long. Onto 
these I drew the outline of each blade 
and then cut and filed them to size. Once 
the required profile was achieved they 
were gently twisted to the correct final 
shape. A little gentle pressure with the 
fingers is sufficient, as the materia! is 
very pliable. 

The finished blades were mounted on 
the kit propeller bosses, taking care to 
ensure that they were correctly 'handed'. 

Fuselage 

Before closing the fuselage halves I 
needed to make some corrections to the 
dorsal turret, as my references differed 
from the kit parts. I replaced the machine 
gun barrels with resin pieces taken from 
an Aires Me 109 set, which look very 
good in place. While working on the 
upper fuselage I also took the opportunity 
to replace a couple of the access hatches 
with scratchbuilt items based on identical 
parts found on the wing. 

The wingspan, by the way, is about 
2mm too short, which may seem a minor 
issue to some, but is actually a scale 6", 
and as it required very little effort to 
remedy I added a rroupie of 




supplementary shims to the bases of the 
wings before attaching Ihem to the 
fuselage. This solved the problem with a 
minimum of fuss. 

Smaller Details 

With all major work finished and the bulk 
of the airframe complete there were a few 
smaller jobs to be handled prior to 
painting. The flame dampers on the 
exhausts were replaced with scale items 
made from Evergreen tube, mated to the 
kit parts with a collar made from tin 
sheet The ventral antennas were also 
replaced with thinner items made from 
copper wire. 

The final job before painting began was 
to replace all the lines of rivets lost during 





the construction process using a small 
gear from a clock, which allowed an even 
spacing and gave a tidy end result. 

Painting 

Before starting to paint I cleaned trie 
model thoroughly all over with isopiopyl 
alcohol to remove all the dust as well as 
to provide a grease-free surface for the 
paint to adhere to. 

I chose to finish my aircraft as the 
4JKG 100 machine, located in 
Chateaudurt. France in 1944 
(6N+HMK The scheme consists of 
three colours - RLM65 for tile 
undersurfaces, and a pattern of RLM02 
and RLM73 on (he uppers. All paints 
employed were Xtracolor enamels, 
applied with an airbrush. 

The undersurfaces were painted first, 
and the paint allowed to cure for twenty- 
four hours before the top colours were 
applied. First I sprayed the RLM 02, and 
once this had also been allowed plenty of 
time to cure I made up masks from Blu~ 
Tack and applied them carefully in the 
required pattern. This material ts best 
used on a gloss surface, as it can damage 
matt paintwork, and will almost certainly 



cause problems on any surface that has 
not been allowed enough time to dry. 
Once the masks are in place it is best to 
spray on the pattern and remove the 
masking as soon as possible, as the less 
time it is in contact with the pamted 
surface the better. 

With the masking removed I touched 
up a couple of areas very carefully 
freehand with the airbrush before 
applying the decals. I kept weathering to 




a minimum, using a little Tamiya smoke- 
in the airbrush for exhaust staining, and 
finished things off with a dark brown 
wash to highlight the details in has- rdid, 
removing the excess wilh a damp cloth. 

All that remained was to add the 
antenna wires, which were made from 
fine nylon thread, attached with 
supergiue, 

Conclusion 

I was very pleased with the finished result, 

and while the model will build up 

beautifully from the box I could not resist 

the temptation to add a little detail to it of 

my own. Both this kit, and the subsequent 

A-6 release with the Hs 293 glide bombs.

The Half-Tamed Horse, the Native American and the Fearsome Hunter 



w can usually remember what it was that sparked off the idea of a build. 
I Childhood memories of things read or seen; a trip to an aitshow or museum: a 
I television programme. In this case I can't realty put my finger on it but as far as 
M. 1 can tell, it came about, after I had been reading and watching a fair amount of 
stuff on the air war in Vietnam and, combined with my other interests, this led my 
building two 'what if planes in Vietnam guise (F-107C and Crusader III Wild 
Weasels, since you ask). I then read a book on the FAC role in QV-IQs ...and before 
t knew iM was building a trio oF the workhorses of the COIN role in trie land of 
Rolling Thunder: the North American OV-10A Bronco; the Grumman GV-1B 
Mohawk; and Ehe Cessna A-37B Dragonfly. 

This proved to be an interesting build from various points of view. For instance, 
reading about the politics involved and the jealous guarding by the several US armed 
services of their own roles and assets to perform mem; different approaches to 
camouflage, and the relative availability of the kits and after-market accessories and 



deeals. On top of this, building all three in 1/72 was a challenge in itself, to a man 
used lor a long time to the larger scales. 

TJie hits 

Building in 1/72 came of necessity as only the OV l is currently available in 1/43. 
Academy provided the OV-10A - readily avai table from Hannants - and they also 
make an OV- iQD, to go with your other Desert Storm builds. Academy and 
Hannants were also the source for the A-37B. The Mohawk, however, meant 
venturing on to eBay and I soon found and received an QV-1B, distinctive because of 
its large SLAR pod. This was an AMT/Hasegawa kit. of unknown production date. 
The panel lines were raised and accurate as to shape and position but crudely done, 
with some of the tines representing frames actually crossing over at the corners. On 
the much newer Academy kits, as you might imagine, no such problems were found. 



The Bronco 

The OV-10A, a twin-turboprop 
STOL aircraft, was conceived 
by the US Marine Corps and 
developed under a US Air 
Force, Navy and Marine Corps tri-service 
program. The first production OV-1QA 
was ordered in 1966, and its initial 
flight took place in August 1967. The 
Bronco*s missions included observation, 
forward air control, helicopter escort,, 
aimed reconnaissance, gunfire spotting, 
utility and limited ground attack. The 
USAF, however, acquired the Bronco 
primarily as a forward air control (FAC) 
aircraft. Adding to its versatility is a rear 
fuselage compartment with a capacity of 
3,200 pounds of cargo, five combat- 
equipped troops or two litter patients

OV-lQAs destined for combat arrived in 
Vietnam in July 1968, and a total of 
157 OV-IOAs were delivered to the 
USAF before production ended in April 
1969. One pilot described this as 'the 
most agile aircraft I had ever flown'. You 
can see what he means when you reflect 
that it was stressed to Sg+ yet could not 
achieve 200 knots except in a dive. 

fuselage 

Here. I decided to depart from an COB 
build in two respects. As the kit cockpit 
was basic, with amnchair-styte seats, I 
opted for the CMtt interior replacement, 
Nice detail on cockpit sides and seats 
and etches/film for the two instrument- 




panels. Fitting tie CMK tub and seats 
and closing up the fuselage was 
straightforward, and I was reasonably 
pleased with the results, although my 
painting skills in this scale are not great- 
Another modification came from seeing 
a picture In OV-LD in Action with the tail- 
cone swung back to show me cargo 
compartment. In A Lonely Kind of War, 
Marshall Harrison describes how three 
Khmer special ops paratroopers were 
shoe-homed into the cargo compartment 
of his plane for a night drop over the 
fence' in Cambodia. Following a landing 
on a road, he later, in response to an 
emergency call, took them all safely off 
again, hotly pursued by the NVA! To 
imitate this picture, I sawed off the tail- 
cone and took out the section of the kit 
fuselage onto which the sponson 
assembly is mounted, which increased 
the space within the fuselage. A 
representation ot the fairing for the open 
tail-cone, on the prototype's wing trailing 
edge, was built up with scrap plastic and 
filter As the same picture in OV-10 in 
Action showed the equipment racks in 
the cone, I mocked this up with scrap 
plastic. Reheat circuit-breaker panels and 
wire. I made a new fusetage floor and 
added detail in the cargo compartment 
roof, likewise with plastic and wire, and 
used a section of Archer Fine Transfers' 
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North American OlMOfi Bronco

wing-walk material to represent the non- 
sfip flooring, I should mention bete that 
even before my surgery the fuselage 
halves showed distortion and unequal 
thickness of the plastic. Not too obvious 
after assembly, -fortunately. 

The kit nosewhee! wen is very shallow 
and f replaced this with a scratchbiiilt 
item. Round this and in the nose cone, I 
put a lot ol lead but couldn't prevent the 
plane being a tail-srtter, so a discreet wire 
prop saves me too obvious 
embarrassment. At this stage 1 looked at 
the whole undercarriage and, after trying 
to amend the rattier crude kit maingear, 
deckled Aerodub were the answer. Their 
replacement was very nice but very soft, 
of course, and having fitted it too early. I 
was forever straightening it. 
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As much lead as possible is crammed in lo try and avoid a 
tail-sitter

latter. Eduard masks, were very helpful for 
the canopy, and details like the propeller 
tips had been painted as I proceeded.

The markings show it as 
based at Danarsg in 1969. The port fin 
BuNo disappeared after fitting, probably 
stuck to my thumb! I would like to have 
built a very cool black Wavy OV-1QA, 
but how to source the decafs... 

Final touches involved such tasks as 
putting in place the tall-cone, u/e doors. 




and antennas, "me whip antennas were 
made from tooth-brush bristles and the 
line from stretched sprue. I left off the 
stores, either out of idleness or aesthetics. 



Booms and engines 

The boom halves went together well. I 
detailed the main wells a little by 
adding (from thin scrap metal) what 
seem to be either mudguards or 
devices to stop the wheels spinning, 
after retraction. The CMK engine set 
turned out to be a beautifully detailed 
representation and easy to fit, but I 
realised that I wouJd need a second 
one, as the front of the kit nacelle 



would stick out like a sore thumb. 
Back to Mr Hannant! 

Painting, Dec ailing and Finishing 

After fitting the fuselage, wing and 
booms together {easier than assembling 
a 1/32 P-38!) on with the primer and 
then an overall ADC Gray finish from 
Gunze Sangyo, apart from the upper 
wing surface, which was white for 
recognition purposes, with a grey

greater firepower, and heavier armour 
than the Bird Dog, which had proved 
vulnerable during the Korean War, The 
Mohawk's mission would include 
observation, artillery spotting, air control, 
emergency resupply, naval target 
spotting, liaison, and radiological 
monitoring. The Navy specified that the 
aircraft must be capable of operating 
from small escort class earners. The 
OoD selected Grumman Aircraft 
Corporation^ design as the winner of the 
competition in 1957. 

The Air Force did not like the 
armament capability of tne Mohawk and 
tried to get ft removed. The Marines did 
not want the sophisticated sensors the 
Army wanted, so when their Navy 
sponsors opted to buy a fleet oil tanker 
{[), they dropped from the programme. 
The Army continued with armed 
Mohawks and developed cargo pods that 
could be dropped from untferwirig hard 
points to resupply troops in emergencies. 

Main build 

All of my trio have been described as 
'bug-eyed 1 tpre-requisite lor observation) 
but the Mohawk outdoes the others. By 




virtue of its shape, it, in my view, really 
deserves the name 'Dragonfly' {Take the 
time to look up on the Web the naming 
procedure for US Army aircraft; very 
entertaining!). Like all of the trio, the kit 
is very accurate in outline but it is basic. 
For instance, despite the small number 
of parts, it took me a while to realise 
that one lump of plastic represented the 
instrument-panel and shroud! In the 
absence of any after-market items for 
the cockpit or elsewhere, 
scratchbuilding. using up remnants of 
etches for other kits and Reheat generics 



were called for. One exception was the 
elector seats, to replace the kit 
armchairs, for which I acquired very nice 
resin items from Airwaves, intended for 
a Buccaneer. They seem to be near 
enough the correct Martin-Baker version. 

Confession timer I have a thing about 
building little recce cameras. So, when I 
saw, in the OV-1 Walk Around, some 
tasty pictures of the camera set-up, It had 
to be done] I built the compartment, the 
camera and even managed to allow the 
camera to swivel, as it does prototypicatly, 
to be aligned with one of three camera

The Dragonfly 

From 1964-1966, the US Air Force 
evaluated two modified T-37 trainers, 
designated YAT-37Ds. as prototypes for 
a counters n&unjency tCQJNJ 
attack/reconnaissance; aircraft to use in 
Southeast Asia r presumably to 
complement the FAC role of the OV- 
10A, Following this evaluation, the 
USAF contracted Cessna to modify 39 
T37Bs intoA-37As in 19S7. Later that 
year, the USAF sent 25 A-37As, 
nicknamed 'Super Tweets; to Southeast 
Asia for combat evaluation under the 
name Combat Dragon. These aircraft 
primahEy flew close air support, night 
interdiction and forward air control 
missions in South Vietnam and southern 
Laos.

Construction 

The kit is good. There are none of the fit 
issues of the QV-1D and the detail is 
excellent.

too small. The East scrctchbuilt addition 
came in the cockpit, where there is a 
prominent overhead support beam. A 
piece of square-section styrene, bent r 
did the trick and some spare 
instrument etch was fitted on the front 
end, to simulate the small instrument

The rather square SLAR pod struts I 
streamlined by adding Contrail aerofoil 
sections and after some juggling managed 
to fit the pod in the correct position, that 
is, where it wouldn't foul the 
undercarriage doors. AMT/Hasegawa 
don't mark any mounting points, I left off 
the two very prominent over-wing flare 
dispensers, as these seem to have been 
dispensed with [sorry. .J by the time of 
the particular plane I was building. I 
wondered about the exhaust-pipes on the 
nacelles, as some pictures show them 
noticeabfy protruding. But h again, these 



the fuselage, which I chickened out of 
scratchbuilding for the other two planes.

hand- No armament, just fuel tanks. 

Painting, Dealing and finishing 

I like planes that are one overall colour; 
they suit my level of painting. Humbrol 
]59 Khaki Drab did the trick, applied by 
brush. The kit decals were very basic, so 
I was lucky enough to get what seems to 
have been the last set of OV-1 IsraDecals 
from Hannants. They went on well and 
the old girl scrubbed up nicely. Stretched 
sprue for the aerial, a wire prop for the 
tail {as I couldn't fit in much lead) and 
that was it. A very satisfying build. 



It was nice, too, to be able to add 
nice little torque-links, instead of the kit 
blobs until the carpet-monster struck 
and 1 had to scratch build .., 

Again, there is little of substance I 
caf add about a pretty straightforward 
build. The Kit is well thought out and 
there are some extremely nice details, 
such as the moulding of the refuelling 
probe ; very delicate. Equally good is the 
canopy operating mechanism. To show 
you how straightforward it all was the 
longest I took on anything was trying to 
work out where and how to add the

became something of a marathon, with 
both pedals following the torque-links 
into the rug, and my having to use 
Reheat generics. Small the kit may be, 
but things like that loom very large late 
at rtfgtit) Yes, it is a small kit, even put 
side-b^side with the other two. A deadly 
little beast, living up well to the 
performance of Its insect namesake. 

Painting, Decallhg and Finishing 

I left items like the stores racks, u/c 
doors and the delrcate refuelling probe 
until after painting. As mentioned 
earlier, the contrast of camouflage 



schemes added something to this build, 
I brush-pahted the A-37 h s SEA scheme 
and tt looks good, while Eduard masks 
once more did the business for the 
canopy. Navigation lights were fixed on 
at this stage and I detailed the very well 
represented ejector seats with Eduard's 
belts. I dcd consider, by the way, opening 
up the nose and modelling the minigun, 
of which I found some good pics on the 
Web, but I thought that might be a step 
too far for me in 1/72. You could 
legitimately model this plane tooled up 
till its wings sagged h but I liked it 
without the clutter. 

The decals are many, it seemed to me 
and my poor old eyes, and go on well.

Con elusion 

Building kits in parallel like this, as a 
set, so to speak, is something I've not

Lynx Matters 

The recent release of the new 
Hobby Boss Westland Wavy Lynx has 
been criticised due to no BURP 
rotors , bulged windows, Sea Skuas 
etc. However, whilst 1 am sure this 
would 
disappoint 
some, it would 
seem the 
bigger picture 
is being 
missed. 

Firstly, there are still three issues of 
the kit to come, according to the 
Hobby Boss webstte, including a Royal 
Navy HAS 2 and a HAS 8 and 
another Dutch/POrtuguese machine. 
The main area of fault with the HAS 
3 release, is simply the decat options 
provided. 

Out of the box an early RM Lynx 
HAS 3 can be made. Indeed, add 
BURP rotors and the Endurance 
Lynx can still be made out of the 
box, as it carries no weapons, has 
the 'as boxed' ECM fit and does not 
(in the picture in World Airpower 
Journal 40 at least) have bulged side 
windows. AEso, an early export Naval 
Lynx can be built thanks to the fiat 
windows - for example Argentinian 
and Brasilian machines.
